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SECTION  I  -  OPERATIONS 

1«  (C)  INTRODUCTION:  This  Operational  Report  *  Lessons  Learned  covers  the 

period  *i  August  through  31  October  1969*  During  this  period  the  11th  Armored 
Cavalry  Regiment  continued  Operation  ICSfTUCKT  COUGAR  under  the  operational 
control  (OPCaO  of  tlie  1st  Cavalry  Division  (AH).  A  sumroary  of  all  OPCai 
changes  is  found  in  Annex  C« 

Regimental  operations  during  this  period  were  centered  in  BlilH  LONG  Province^ 
particularly  the  populated  areas  near  LOC  NZtDij  QUAil  LOI^  and  LONG  KHANH 
Province. 

Following  the  enony  offensives  in  mid-August  and  early  Soptenbor  (doscribed 
below),  main  force  KVA/VC  units  onco  again  left  the  Rogimcntis  aroa  of  oper¬ 
ations  (AO)  and  a  nex:  lull,  siidlor  to  that  of  JUly^  conaoncod.  In  August 
tho  Rogimont  axecutod  spoiling  attacks  and  counterattacicod  in  rosponso  to  a 
now  enemy  offensivo.  Li  mid-Soptesiber  the  EUckhorso  Rogimont  assumed  a 
protective  rometion  posture  vis-a^vis  the  populated  aroas  of  BINH  LONG  Pro¬ 
vince  and  eqpliasized  the  performanco  of  ground  roconnaissanco,  night  anH 
busheo,  and  seal  and  ooorch  operations  aimod  at  tho  destructim  of  VC  local 
forces  and  tho  Viet  Cong  inArastructuro.  Theao  operations  aro  all  part  of 
on  oxtensivo  program  to  onhanco  hamlot  security  and  upgrade  ARVN  and  RF/PF 
forces  in  EIHH  LONG  Frovlnco* 

Sovoral  significant  events  ooeurred  during  the  reporting  period,  ooch  of 
than  illustrating  tho  Roglmont's  flexibility  and  conbat  power:  a.  Tho 
Battlo  of  Northern  B2NH  LONG  Rrovlnco,  8-20  August;  b.  Tho  initiation  of 
a  Rogimontol  DONG  TIBI  (Go  Ftomard  Together)  11  October;  c.  Tho 

airlift  of  one  anaored  oaralry  troop  (A/1/11  ACR)  to  W  DOP  to  rolnforce 
the  3rd  Ebrigade,  Ist  Cavalry  Division  (AH),  18  August;  d.  The  iietnamlza- 
tlon  of  BLackboroe  Base  Casg),  2U  October;  and,  e.  The  conversion  of  tho 
aznored  cavalry  platoons  of  2nd  and  3rd  Squadrons  to  tho  AR/AAV,  K$51  •  ^h 
is*  discussed  in  furthor  detail  below. 
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Up ji:  tho  return  of  tho  1  st  Squ:;aron  to  Rogiriontal  control  just  prior  to  the- 
rcp-ji'iinf;  coriod,  the  3rd  Squadron  moved  to  Blacldiorso  3aso  Camp  for  con¬ 
version  to  tho  AR/AAV,  Shoridan.  ’..liilo  thoro,  tho  Squadron,  which  was 
OPCON  to  tho  1>9th  Light  Infantry  Brigade,  perfomod  limited  operations  in 
tho  iLVOii  and  executed  a  training  program  for  the  5th  Cavalry  Regiment  (ARViO* 
On  t  Sop  tern’  tho  3rd  Squadron  completed  this  prograr.i  aiid  r-tumed  to 
Regimental  control,  thereby  releasing  the  2nd  Squach'on  for  conversion  to  the 
Shuildan,  This  conversion  was  pfu*formod  at  DI  AH  -Jioro  tlio  Squadron  was 
under  OPCQM  of  1st  Inisiitiy  D^vi;  Jon.  With  the  return  of  tho  2nd  Squadron 
on  10  October,  tho  Rogir.ici:t  was  once  again  operating  t.lth  all  tliroe  sqaach’c..:: 
und>}r  its  operatioiicil  cenlrol. 

2,  {O  HITLLLKiiliCE  SUMMARY: 

r  General:  During  the  reporting  period  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry 
Rogimoiit  conducted  its  operations  in  western  Military  Region  10, 

b.  InU::JAgence  Activities:  On  1  August, "eneiqy  forces  in  m 
CORPS  tactical  zonE  (IK  ct2)  initiated  tho  Summer-Autumn  Campaign*  This 
offensive  vms  directed  against  Allied  military  Installations  with  some 
localized  harrassiaont  of  Vietnamese  villages  and  hamlets*  The  AN  LOC  and 
LOO  UUh’.  j'eas  wj.'o  the  focal  points  of  enemy  activity  in  the  III  CTZ 
during  this  reporting  poriod, 

EnoAny  initiated  activity  in  western  Military  Region  10  during  lato  July  and 
the  first  half  of  August  con  bo  divided  into  three  distinct  phases:  2k  Jhly 
6  August,  6-11  August,  and  12-16  August.  Uie  first  phase  was  charactorizod 
by  sporadic  mortar/rocket  attacks,  scattered  small-scale  ground  probes,  iso- 
Icitad  minlr.g  incidents,  and  increased  reconnaissance  activity* 

During  tho  first  phase  throe  ralUers  revealed  tho  eneii^^s  intentions  in 
BHIH  LONG  rrovinco*  On  29  July,  Nguyen  Van  An,  platoon  loader  of  tho  H21 
Sapper /Reconnaissance  Coi^ony.  272nd  VC  Reginoot,  rallied  to  the  2lUth  RF 
Company  at  B3!IH  NBIH  (XT721856),  3  kilonotors  southirost  of  Ail  LOC,  On  3 
August,  An  stated  that  tho  271  st  and  272nd  VC  Reginonts,  along  with  tho  D368 
Local  Forco  Battalion,  would  attack  AN  LOC,  vbilo  alononts  of  tho  7th  NVA 
Division  attacked  gjAL  LOI,  LOC  IIHIH,  and  BO  DOC.  According  to  An,  the 
attacks  xvould  be  initiated  botwoon  5  and  15  August  1969* 

on  2  August,  Nguyen  Van  Sen  rallied  to  the  399th  RF  CoD;}any  at  TAN  HUNG 
(XT863876),  8  kLlomoterff^ost  of  AN  IOC.  Son,  a  nombor  of  the  Propaganda 
Section  of  tho  HUNG  PHAT-KDNG  YIN  Local  Force,  stated  that  on  15  July  two 
companies  f^cn  tho  9th  VC  Division  vlaitod  hio  camp  and  roconnoltered  tho 
surrounding  area*  The  day  before  he  rallied,  San  reported  that  1^0-50  men 
from  the  D368  Local  Force  Battalion  passed  through  his  base  camp  asking  for 
dirocUons  to  SCC  TRANH  (a!8ii3822)* 

On  3  August,  Nguyen  Van  Thien  rallied  to  the  11th  PF  Platoon  at  Xu7l6050, 

Ub  rdioneters  south  of  LOC  IIINH.  Thien,  a  nenber  of  the  C2l  Sapper/Racon- 
naissonc  .  Corrpeny,  had  been  wounded  on  2?  July  in  a  contact  with  F/2/11  ACR  ' 
but  had  managed  to  avoid  capture*  Thien  reported  that  tlie  K7  and  Kd  Bat- 
talionc  of  tho  209  th  NVA  Reginont  would  attack  SOC  10  (:U71C102)  and  a  road 
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Junction  along  QL  13  betwoon  ilTLOC  and  LOG  NBIH  on  or  about  7  August. 

The  39(  jnd  phase  began  on  6  August  and  was  characterized  by  the  laovenant  of 
onooy  troops  traai  secure  base  areas  in  or  near  Cambodia  to  forv/ard  positions 
throughout  BINH  LONG  Province.  During  this  phase  tlioro  woro  several  sigrdf- 
icant  ongagemonts  involving  manbors  of  tho  271st  and  272nd  VC  Rogimentc,  tl; 
101D  N/A  *ic"imont,  and  tho  58th  Artillery  Battalion. 

Tho  third  phase  (attack  phase)  began  during  tho  night  of  11-12  August  and 
wa:j  characterized  by  light  attacks  by  flro  followed  by  moderate  to  heavy 
ground  probos^,  primarily  in  tho  AN  LOG  area.  During  tlic  ciu*!:*  nerninc  hours 
QUAN  LOI  (XT615905),  6  Icilotioters  southeast  of  AN  LOG,  was  attacked  by  the 
Kb  Sapper  Battalion,  l6th  Armor  Office,  COSVN,  and  the  K3  Battalion  of  the 
271st  VC  Regiment.  Tho  headquarters  of  the  I5th  Cavalry  Rogiment  (ARVU)  and 
oloments  of  tho  9th  Ihfantry  Regiment  (ARVN)  at  FSB  SIDSVI1ID3R  (i7r739821  ), 
kHometers  south  of  AN  LOG,  received  a  heavy  ground  probe  from  tho  K3 
aattalion,  271  st  VC  Rogls»nt.  The  K2  Battalion  of  tbo  271st  VC  Regiment 
attacked  FSB  ASPEN  (Xr7b7801 ),  8  kilomaters  south  of  All  LOG.  Idso,  during 
the  night  of  11-12  August,  B  and  H/2/11  ACR  engaged  elements  of  the  271 st 
VC  Regiment  at  XT7^262k,  near  KENH  DUC. 

On  12  August,  two  signif  .cant  contacts  along  QL  13  trero  initiated  by  elements 
of  the  101D  NVA  Rogiment.  On  13  August,  attention  shifted  to  the  LOG  NINII 
area  where  several  engagements  identifiod  the  K8  Battalion  of  the  209th  NVA 
Regiment  and  elements  of  tlio  Iblst  NVA  Regiment. 

Sovorol  significant  engagemnts  during  the  remainder  of  August  identified 
members  of  the  Kb  Battalion,  I65th  NVA  Regiment  at  XU776lb5>  the  C21  Sapper/ 
Reconnaissance  Cccpiny,  272nd  VC  Regiment  at  XT67b905>  oci^xxs  of  tho  101D 
NVA  Rogiment  at  XT765729A  and  the  Z2d  Sapper/Roconnclsscnco  Battalion  at 
2T68l49:'3. 

EViendly  reconnaissance  operations  In  western  Military  Region  10  during  the 
firot  half  of  Septamber  produced  only  light  and  scattered  contacts.  The 
most  cjctlv.;  onenQT  units  in  the  area  woroi  the  K7  Battalion,  l6th  /irmor  Offic 
COSVN,  which  conducted  mortar  attacks  and  ground  probes  against  tho  9th 
Infantry  Regiment  (ARVN)  CP  at  CHON  THANH  (X7770619)  end  FSB  THUNDER  III 
(11772656);  the  K9  Battalion  of  the  273Bd  VC  Reglnont,  iMch  osibushod  one 
platoon  of  A/1 -16  Ihfantry  (MBCH)  at  11732883;  and  tho  K7,  KO,  and  K9  Bat- 
tftHonii  of  the  101D  NVA  Reginsnt  which  suffered  heavy  losses  in  sovorol 
contacts. 

On  7  Septonber,  Iran  Tho  Hung,  who  identified  his  unit  as  tho  X7  Battalion 
of  the  101D  NVA  Roglmant,  roIUod  to  the  2lUth  RP  Ooepcany  Congpound  at  BINH 
NINH  (ZT720662).  Hung  stated  that  the  101D  NVA  Regiment,  reinforced  by  one 
battalion  from  the  9th  VC  Division,  had  tho  mission  of  (Bashing  tlie  road 
that  traverses  tho  rubber  between  NINH  DUC  (Xr720820)  end  (Ri  13  (XT763803). 
Acting  on  this  infonaation,  Z  and  H/3/11  ACR  were  deiCLoyed  to  tho  area  and 
made  contact  vitb  an  unknown  also  enany  force  at  IT706820,  1  kiloooter  west 
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of  ^pIH  EUCj  ond  ogoin  &t  ]3f7106liC|  2^  kilc«aetors  northwest  of  HZNH  DUG. 
l4/3/'l1  .iCR  reinforced  and  the  engagomsnta  coet  the  onery  !^5  killed.  T^o  fol¬ 
lowing  dey^  a  search  of  the  area  revealed  a  base  cojap  at  ]:T7  13636  consisting 
of  2$  bunkors  and  on  additional  26  NVA  bodies,  lio  unit  identification  was 
obteiinod. 

During  the  last  half  of  Soptciaberj  enony  units  withdrew  to  positions  in  or 
near  Cambodia.  Oily  edf’ht  significant  engagements  xjoro  reported  from  mid- 
Septo'^bor  through  the  end  of  October.  Other  eneiiy  activity  consisted  pri- 
nariV  logleticol  operations^  ground  to  air  firingSi  and  mining  incidents. 

Ehesny  initiated  activity  throughout  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment's  AO 
was  restricted  due  to  the  extensive  casualties  suffered  during  the  August 
Idghpoint.  The  absence  of  adequate  logistlcol  support^  couplod  with  the 
destruction  of  numerous  supply  caches  diminished  the  eneii^is  offensive 
potential  and  contributod  to  the  further  weakening  of  morale.  At  the  present 
tlmo^  enony  units  have  witlidrown  to  positions  In  or  near  Cambodia. 

c.  IhtolJLigmce  Sources;  In  the  course  of  the  quarter's  operations, 
the  RogLmont  employed  tiie  following  intelligence  sources:  human  sources, 
captured  enomy  documents,  visual  reconnaissance,  and  technical  detectors. 

(1)  Human  Sources:  Human  sources  consist  of  prisoners  of  war, 
ralliers,  and  agents.  Prisoners  and  roUiets  wero  used  most  frequently,  often 
on  a  daily  basis.  Dofomation  concemir4g  onen^  unit  locations,  capabilities, 
and  probable  courses  of  action  was  der?.ved  from  ertensivo  intorrogatlon  of 
these  Indivirhials  by  highly  trained  intelligence  poreonnel.  If  the  infor¬ 
mation  pro^'id  reliable  end  of  inraedLate  tactical  significance,  the  roUier 
was  returned  to  the  field  where  he  was  used  to  locate  enesy  positio’is  and 
caches.  As  in  the  past,  infonoation  provided  by  prisoners  and  ralliers  was 
exchanged  between  the  11th  ACR  and  other  US  and  ARVN  units  adjac^t  to  our 
area  of  operations.  Agent  reports,  even  though  they  were  provivied  on  a 
daily  basis,  provod  unroUablo  and  were  of  little  value  in  the  Regiment' s 
Intelligence  collection  effort. 

(2)  Captured  Diouqt  Documents:  Captured  eneoy  documents  were 

of  primary  value  in  establishing  enomy  unit  identification.  These  docujaents 
were  also  \isaful  in  conpillng  blacklists  and  gaining  information  relating 
to  enemy  morale  and  Intentions. 

(3)  Visual  Reconnaissance:  Visual  reconnoiseanoo  missions  wore 
flown  dioily  by  the  Air  Cavalry  Droop  and  provided  tho  Rogimont  with  the  bulk 
of  the  iHiodiata  tactiool  intelligence.  Tfoil  activity,  baso  cas^s,  bunker 
coG|>laKos,  end  fleeting  positions  wero  the  most  cotmon  sightings.  Visual 
reconnaissanco  provided  the  torgetlng  end  planning  data  for  B-52  strikos, 
oxnored  reoonnaissonce  operations.  Aero  Rifle  natoon  (ARP)  insertions,  ar¬ 
tillery  missions,  and  XAC  Air  strUcos. 

(U)  Technical  Detectors:  Technical  detectors  used  Included 
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SUClj  Red  HwizOj  Fersoniiel  Doctor  (Shlffer)^  ground  soncorej  and  ground  radar. 
oLr^,  C^.iiffcr  rnd  Rod  Haze  liavo  boon  of  little  ueo  in  Roginontal  oporations. 
G.-ound  jf;n:;ci:*s  woro  used  in  a  limitod  fashion  during  tlie  quiortor,  and  an 
asso:.siicjnt  of  tholr  value  is  not  possible.  However,  ground  radar  has  proven 
useful  in  r  porimotor  defense  role.

3.  (C)  OPHUJIOIIS  AIID  TRAlNINOt 

a.  Anaijrais  and  Evaluation  of  Oporations; 

(1 )  Significant  Contacts: 


(a)  Battle  of  Northern  BBIH  LONG  ftovince:  Tho  most  sig¬ 
nificant  aspect  of  combat  oporations  during  tho  period  was  the  Battle  of 
Northern  BCIH  LONG  Province.  The  battle  followed  tho  ond  of  an  enen^  lull 
that  extended  ttoough  the  entire  month  of  lAiiy.  T>«o  battle’s  significance 
is  not  limited  to  the  grlovous  ham  which  it  dealt  to  tho  7th  and  9th  VC 
DLvlsLons.  It  drsnaticaUy  dsnonstratod  the  Regimont’s  ability  to  control 
a  largo  number  of  combat  elements.  (At  one  tino  tho  Hogiment  had  oporational 
control  of  five  manouvor  battalion  and  coordinated  the  operations  of  fivo 
more  ARVN  infantry  and  cavalry  battalions  operating  in  tho  Regimental  AD. ) 

The  battle  also  iUustratod  tixe  flexibility  of  tho  Regiment  os  it  accepted 
OPCON  of  new  units,  repoaitioned  its  forces,  fonaed  new  task  forcos,  and 
ostabliahed  Joint  oonmond  posts  with  tho  battalions  of  the  9th  Infantry 
Regii^it  (ARV»0—  accongOishing  all  this  within  a  period  of  five  days  idiile 
being  threatened  by  a  l^ge-ocale  enesy  attack. 
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A'j  doscribad  abovo^  the  cmouQT^s  plan  of  attack  was  obtrinud  I'ron  a  lioi  Chanh 
ill  .  ?  .\y  Axji^ust.  3h  general  the  plan  was  to  onploy  tho  271 -t  .iiid  27?nc:  VC 
Rogiiaijiiua  and  tho  D366th  Local  Force  Battalion  against  tho  AN  LOG  area,  1?.. 
onen^  unit.”  would  novo  to  tho  edge  of  tho  rubber  west  of  All  LOG  and,  ui/l.jr 
tho  covoT  of  darkness,  laiinch  their  attack.  Elanents  of  tho  7th  NVA 
.:)w.  .'o  to  cond*act  coordinated  attacks  against  QUAN  LOI,  LOG  NINH,  nnfl 

Be*  IIJG.  P21  intoUigenco  indicated  that  tlio  coordinated  attache  ./ould  be 
oxecutod  betwoer.  5  and  Ij  August. 


Acting  on  this  intelligenco,  tho  Ith  Armored  Cavalry  Roginant  established 
joint  ccim?nd  posts  with  tho  battalions  of  the  9th  Infantry  Reginoat  (ARVh) 
and  repositioned  forces  to  secure  the  populated  areas  of  /til  LOG  and  LOG  NBn:. 
In  rj'licipat*.on  of  the  attack,  the  11th  ACR  AO  vos  reinforcod  by  the  1st 
Battalion,  I6th  Ihf entry  (HECH)|  additional  battalions  under  the  OPCON  of 
tho  9th  Infantry  Roglnont  (ARVII),  and  the  I5th  Cavalry  Rogiment  (ARVN).  On 
8  August,  the  Ist  Squadron,  11th  ACR,  the  3lith  Ranger  Battalion  (iiRVN),  pjid 
3  Troop  c-  tho  1-9th  Air  Cavalry  wore  erganizod  under  TF  V/RlDI!r.  TF  ViRIGiiT 
was  responsibilo  for  tho  northern  AD  and  secured  the  district  capital  of 
LOG  NINH.  In  the  south,  CTra  THINK  District  was  eacurod  by  a  combined  arms 
force  under  the  2nd  Squadren  (troop),  1st  Cavalry  Roginant  (ARVN).  With  this 
increased  force  tho  1 1  th  Armored  Cavalry  Rogimont  and  the  two  ARVN  regiments 
initiate i  aggrossivo  roconnalssonco  operations  to  sock  out  and  destroy  the 
NVA/VC  forcos  M^iroatoning  EINH  LdiO  FVovince,  and  ospecioUy  its  capital, 

AN  LOG. 


On  10  Angusu,  countorattack  plan  ALPHA  was  formulated*  Tho  plan  was  doslgned 
to  cut  off  NVI/VC  forces  attaiqpting  to  withdraw  following  thoir  attacks  on 
Ai4  LOG  and  LOG  NIHH.  Possible  routes  and  blocking  positionis  irorc  designated 
to  bo  used  in  coordination  with  ARVN  forcos  in  tho  event  of  on  attack. 


The  period  6-11  August  was  charoctorlsod  by  tho  movonont  of  onecQr  troops 
from  secure  Daso  areas  in  or  noar  Canbodia  to  forward  positions  throughout 
BINH  LQNQ  Arovlnco*  On  6  August  at  m5702l6,  approximately  18  kUomsters 
nortli  of  LOG  NINH,  a  LOG  NINH  sub-saetor  forward  air  controHei*  (FAC)  sighted 
15«25  NVA  in  tho  open.  The  Air  Cavalry  IToop,  11th  ACR,  iras  caLlnd  on 
station  and  killed  13  NVA  in  the  air/ground  battle.  On  8,  9,  and  10  August, 
tho  AVr  Cavalry  Ttoop  began  to  detect  heavy  enany  novoDont  into  tho  wostem 
portion  of  the  AO.  3^  oacli  case,  the  enemy  was  engaged  with  rockets  and 
ainigim  fire  trm  cttacldng  Cobras  while  field  artillery  and  TAG  Air  supportcc 
resulting  in  over  70  KVVyvc  killed.  On  9  August,  in  on  unique  and  heroic 
action,  tho  ARP  coptwed  6  i!VA  who  hed  been  desed  by  a  3-52  strike.  On  1 0 
August,  at  rr637972,  12  kilonetere  to  the  northuost  of  AN  LX,  the  Air  Cav¬ 
alry  dry  Troop  sifted  an  eetinated  company  else  force  in  a  liglitly 
voodod  area.  Tho  ARP  woe  inserted  and  later  reinforced  by  C/l  -1 6  Ihf ,  one 
company  h/9  Ihf  (ARVN)  end  the  ■BLuoa^  of  1/1-9  Air  Ccv.  The  contact  ro- 
sultod  in  32  NVA  klllod,  U  PW*e,  and  b  Hoi  Chanh  troa  the  272nd  VC  Rogimjnt 
and  58th  ArtiUozy  Battalion. 


Tht  period  11-16  August  was  characterised  by  the  oxscutdon  of  tho  enury  attack 
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Light  attacks  by  fire  were  followed  by  moderate  to  heavy  ground  proboo, 
priiiiarily  in  the  AN  LOG  area.  At  0109  ho\irs  on  12  August,  QUAll  LOI  received 
an  undetamined  nunbor  of  60an  mortar  and  B^liO  rounds,  followed  by  heavy 
ground  probes  from  tho  south  and  west.  The  contact  continued  until  Oh 30 
hours.  The  HLackhorso  was  ore'.iitod  witli  50  HVA  IcUlod,  7  NVA  PW^s,  and  1 
Hoi  Chanh.  SLesmts  of  tho  ICii  Oappor  Battalion  and  tl:c  K3  Battalion  of  thj 
271st  VC  Rogiment  wore  idontifiod.  US  losses  were  7  klUod  end  kS  wounded. 

Tho  headquarters  of  the  15th  Cavalry  Regiment  (ARVII)  and  olomonts  of  the  9th 
Infantiy  Roginont  (ARVII)  at  FSB  SIDEWI14DER  (Xr73982l ),  hh  kiloraotors  couth 
of  ‘\N  LOC,  rocoivod  an  unlmcvai  numbor  of  mortar  and  B^O  rounds  follov;od  by 
a  heavy  ground  probe  that  broached  tho  defenses  at  01  h5  hours  on  12  August, 
£1/2/11  ACii  was  alerted  and  reinforced  tho  besieged  SIDEWIIID£H  from  FSB  ASPlUi 
(XT7h7801  ),  8  kiloiiioters  south  of  AN  LOC.  Tho  ensuing  battle  cost  the  enemy 
78  ki.Ued,  3  PW*s  and  h  Hoi  Chonh.  The  attacking  unit  was  idontifiod  as  tiie 
K3  Battalion  of  the  271st  VC  Regiment.  At  01  h5  on  12  August,  FSB  ASP£1I 
received  10  rounds  of  82071  mortar.  Approximately  forty  minutos  alter  the 
mortars  had  Inpactod,  an  estimated  VC  battalion  initiated  a  heavy  ground  probe. 
The  attacking  unit,  that  was  later  identified  as  the  K2  Battalion  of  the  271  st 
VC  Regiment,  lost  32  soldiers  killed  and  1  captured. 

In  the  northern  half  of  tho  AO,  enen^r  forces  initiated  two  significant  attacks 
in  the  '/icinity  of  LOC  NIKH.  At  0130  hours  on  12  August,  IV^l/11  ACR,  which 
was  on  an  anbush  patrol  outsldo  the  village  of  LOC  THIIN  (XU728075)#  re- 
coivad  small  arms  and  RPQ  fire  from  an  unknown  size  eneo^  force.  Although 
the  cr.cou:iter  was  brief,  1^1/11  ACR  kUed  19  NVA.  At  0205  hours,  elements 
of  the  1  st  Squadron,  also  near  LOC  THIBI,  received  1 5  rounds  of  nixed  ordnance 
followed  by  a  li:.ht  ground  probe.  A  short  time  later  the  onooiy  withdrew 
leaving  12  NVA  killed* 

On  1 2  August,  the  1 1  th  ACR  initiated  a  major  counterattack.  Initially  S  T^oop 
and  H  Coc^any,  2/^1  ACR,  wore  alerted  to  reinforce  olssoents  of  tho  l5th  Arm¬ 
ored  Cavalry  Regimont  (ARVN)  in  contact  near  MINH  HJC.  l\aiile  onroute  to  aid 
the  ARVN  unit,  an  ostij^tod  battalion-size  eneoy  force  was  engaged  at  XT712882h. 
Once  again  the  ■pilo  onP*  technique  was  utilized  resulting  In  85  NVA  kUlod. 

On  the  same  day  at  11706903,  Ih  kUomotars  north  od  AN  LDC,  A/1-16  Ihf  (OPCOII 
to  the  nth  ACR)  ongoged  on  unknom  size  enesy  force  while  moving  to  it 
assigned  blockli^  position.  C/1 /II  ACR  reinforced  tho  contact  which  cost 
tho  onsny  28  killed.  Althougfano  unit  identification  was  obtained,  olements 
of  tho  27dic!  VC  Reginsnt  wore  believed  to  bo  involved. 

Two  significant  attacks  were  triggorod  along  Qi:.  13  on  12  August.  Vldlo  es¬ 
corting  a  convoy,  F/2/11  ACR  was  engaged  by  an  untoown  size  onozy  force  at 
XT766757,  approximatoly  13  Idlonoters  south  of  AN  LOG.  Fifty  NVA  were  killod 
vh^  the  2nd  Squadron  reacted  to  this  contact.  About  on  hour  later,  C/2-2 
Ihfantzy  (MBC8),  escorting  a  convoy,  came  in  contact  with  an  u^om 
alao  force  at  XI766761.  11th  ACR  elements  also  participated  In  this  battle 
In  which  5b  NVA  wore  killed  end  3  NVA  captured.  The  anesy  unit  was  Identified 
as  an  elwnont  of  the  101 D  NVA  Regiflent. 
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On  13  tho  LOC  NBJH  area  became  the  site  of  throe  major  engagemonts. 

At  rj6950d2|  ^  kilonetere  vest  of  LX  NINH^  1^1/11  ACll  ostablished  contact 
with  eiemaite  of  the  K6  Battalion  of  the  209th  NVA  Begimont*  A/Vl^  ACR  and 
V3U  Hangers  (ARVN)  relnforcedj  once  agoln  employing  tho  «pllo  on”  technique 
and  idlllng  77  NVA*  On  1U  August,  B/l/il  ACR  and  3/3Uth  Rangers  (ARVN),  while 
aggrQsal70ly  conducting  reconnaissance  in  tho  vicinity  of  LOC  NIini,  oncoun- 
torod  an  unknown  si?.o  enesy  force  and  killed  21  NVA*  Hoonwhile,  lyl/ll  ACH, 
operating  with  the  3/34th  Rangers  (ARVN),  killed  h2  NVA*  Altho^  positive 
Idontificatlon  could  not  be  confirmed  In  either  of  theso  two  engagements,  it 
is  believed  that  elements  of  the  llilst  NVA  Regiment  were  ijivolved. 

In  suninary,  when  the  attacks  began  on  the  night  of  11-12  August,  tho  Black- 
horse  Regiment  utilized  counterattack  plan  ALPHA  and  moved  2/1 1  ACR  and  1  -1 6 
Infantry  into  pre-arranged  blocking  positions.  While  moving  to  these  locations 
Regimental  forces  encount  ored  some  of  the  heaviest  enemy  resistance  of  this 
reporting  period. 

On  13  August,  TF  CASEI  (lat  Cavalry  Division  (AM)  forward  command  post  at 
Q^AN  LOI)  established  on  AO  along  the  Cambodian  border  and  inserted  blocking 
forces  in  an  attespt  to  trap  eneiqy  forces  withdrawing  into  Cambodia.  The 
blocking  forces  had  very  little  contact  and  ,  except  for  tho  Ist  Battalion 
of  the  5th  Cavalry,  wore  later  extracted.  On  I6  August,  tho  1-5  Cavalry 
became  OPCON  to  tho  lltli  /xmored  Cavalry  Regiment  to  conduct  a  coordinated 
operation  with  the  1-16  Iiif  (MECH)  and  the  h/9  Inf  Regt  (MVN).  Area  rocon- 
nais3c.:ce  of  a  suspected  battalion-size  base  caiqp  in  the  vicinity  of  IT6U96 
was  the  luission  of  theso  forces. 

(b)  Aftermath  of  the  Battle:  Althougii  renewed  attacks  by 
the  NVA^VC  were  ejected  during  the  latter  part  of  August,  no  significant 
engagement  materialized  until  5  September  when  the  2nd  Squadron,  11th  ACR, 
was  pr(>paring  to  depart  for  DI  AN  to  become  OPCON  to  tho  Ist  Infantry  Division 
and  train  vdth  tho  new  H$5>1  Sheridans*  The  3rd  Squadron  arrivod  in  tho 
BLACKHQRSB  AO  on  6  Septecibor  and  assumed  responsibility  for  the  2/11  ACR  AD 
Tdion  2/11  ACR  left  on  7  Sept  amber.  During  this  repositioning  of  squadrons, 
the  contact  in  the  11th  ACR  AO  developed. 

On  5  Soptenber,  a  D/1 /II  ACR  night  ambush  position  (NAP)  Just  west  of  FSB 
KELLI  (10731087)  rec^vod  thirty  120BI&  mortar  rounds  from  tlie  northwest. 
Approximate  one  half  hour  later,  the  C/1 /II  ACR  NAP  (XD6X11:5)  received 
twenty  60nia  mortar  rounds.  At  o345  hours,  the  forces  at  FSB  JON  received 
thirty  82xan  mortar  rounds.  At  1655  at  ZD72ll55j  C  Troop,  11th  ACR,  received 
RPO  and  small  arms  fire  from  an  estimated  platoon-size  enenQT  force.  In  tho 
battle  that  followed  C  Troop  killed  12  NVA  ond  oopturod  3  AK-U7's,  1  RFO-7 
launcher,  end  1  RPQ-2  launcher. 

Also  on  5  September,  the  1st  Battalion  of  the  16th  Infantry  (MECH),  OPCON  to 
11th  ACR,  encountered  some  of  its  heavieet  resistonce  since  entering  tho 
BLACKHORSE  AO.  The  S-2,  1-16  and  1  Flt/A/1-16,  iMle  investigating  some  vil¬ 
lages  to  the  west  of  AN  LX,  which  had  received  inoonlng  on  the  previous  nlghw, 
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wore  arrbushocl  by  a  corpcjiy-sizo  NVA/VC  force  at  .*11  73O0C6.  VJlion  A/1-16  (-) 
and  C/1-T6  moved  to  relnforcO|  they  too  wore  ambushed  approximately  100  neturf. 
east  of  the  orlclnal  contact  area  by  a  battalion-si zo  enemy  force.  In  the 
bloo^'  battle  that  followed^  2  US  soldiers  were  killed  and  66  troopers  wounded. 
Sijcty*th:  ee  NVA  wore  killod. 

On  6  September,  B  Troop  established  contact  vdth  an  estimated  company-size 
force  at  :aj690090.  C  Troop  and  D  CoiiQ)any,  with  two  companies  of  CIDG  were 
alerted  and  moved  to  reinforce,  .ioanwhile  field  artillery,  HLue  Max,  and  a 
Pink  Team  gave  fire  support  to  B  Troop.  The  contact  resulted  in  11  US  woundw  , 
32  NVA  killed  and  5  NVA  captured.  Approximately  one  liour  later,  C/1 /II  re¬ 
established  contact  with  a  NV/i/VC  force  at  XU698090,  rcsultins  in  2  US  killed, 
19  US  w  onded,  and  25  NVA  killod. 

On  7  SoptuTibor  at  }[T706620,  1/3/11  ACR  came  in  contact  idth  an  unknown  size 
enemy  force.  The  action  resulted  in  1  US  wounded  and  32  IIVA/VC  killod.  A 
swoop  of  the  cont.'ct  area  on  the  following  day  disclosed  an  additional  I3  NVA/ 
VC  bodies.  Approximate!:.''  one  half  hour  later,  a  Cobra  from  tlic  Air  Cavalry 
Troop  spotted  15  NVA  at  ]U76817U  The  Cobra  eaqjended  liis  rockets  and  minigun, 
kill-5nc  all  fifteen. 

(c)  Renewed  Lull;  During  the  remainder  of  the  reporting 
period  cneny  activity  was  light.  On  8  October,  2/11  ACll  re-entered  the 
Regimental  AO  and  assumed  responsibility  for  the  nortliem  AO  and  for  security 
of  the  district  capital  of  LOC  NIIIH.  2/11  ACR  established  FSB  MARGE  (XU738062) 
as  a  comnand  headquarters.  The  1st  Squadron  closed  out  FSB's  JO^I  and  KELLY 
and  assumed  responsibility  for  a  now  AO  southeast  of  AN  LOG.  The  1/11  ACR 
established  FSB  QWXN  (XT8268Ua}  on  1 1  October.  The  3rd  Squadron,  which  had 
altered  its  .AO  following  tlio  return  of  the  I5th  Cavalry  Regiment  (ARW)  on 
5  October,  was  now  located  west  of  AN  LOC.  This  marked  the  first  time  that 
the  11th  kdi  has  had  three  squadrons  available  for  operations  in  the  AN  LOG/ 

LOC  NINH  area* 

(2)  Airlift  of  A/1/11  to  BU  DOP/BO  DUC. 

(a)  Tlie  throat  posed  to  the  BU  DOP/BO  DUC  area  by  th.j 
7th  NVA  Division  cansod  tho  Commanding  General  of  tho  1st  Cavalry  Division 
(AM)  to  order  the  rcinforcamt  of  tho  1st  Battalion,  7tli  Cavalry  (AM),  then 
assisting  the  RVNAF  units  dof ending  the  orea*  Hence,  on  1 6  August  the  1 1  th 
Azixrod  Cavalry  Regiment  was  given  the  mission  to  move  ono  reconnaissance 
troop  by  air  to  BO  DUC  Sub-soctor,  placing  it  OPCOM  to  tho  3rd  Bdo,  1st 
Cavalry  Division  (AH)*  lliis  order  initiated  one  of  tho  most  interesting 
and  unique  operations  of  tho  Regiment's  three  years  in  Viotnam. 

(b)  I^oblens  Bhcountered: 

^  Bocause  the  operation  was  scheduled  for  16  August, 
tho  Rogimontal  and  Squadron  staffs  bod  less  than  hO  hours  to  become 
"experts"  on  the  techniques  and  roquiremnts  for  cir  movement  of  an  armored 
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cavalry  troop,  Tha  staff,  >Mch  had  no  provioua  astparionco  with  this  form 
of  movt^ment,  lincl  to  dotennino  :Mch  vehiclas  and  supplies  could  and  should 
be  taken,  request  the  necessrr:''  aircraft,  and  supervise  preparation  for 
the  niove, 


2  The  8th  Qfigineer  Battalion,  1st  Cavalry  Division 
(M),  held  alroac^  compreted  upgrading  of  the  BU  DOP  airstrip.  However, 
uncertainty  still  remained  regarding  the  ability  of  tho  airstrip  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  fully  loaded  0-130*8  roquired  to  transport  A  Troop *s  vehicles 
(minus  Sheridans), 


3  Because  the  Ml  1 3A1  *  s  were  configured  as  ACAV  s 
and  had  additional  belly  armor,  the  information  on  vehicular  weights  was 
extremely  anibiguoTis,  Further,  it  was  inqpossible  to  loam  tho  exact  weights

5  The  operation  also  included  some  unusual  logis¬ 
tical  problems  in  addition  to  the  movement  of  the  veliiclos.

(d)  The  oftormath:  When  the  lost  of  tlio  2h  sorties 
finally  lifted  off  trom  LOG  NBfH  airstrip,  ono  could  have  easily  gotten 
the  iD|)r6Sslon  that  tho  move  had  been  under  discussion  for  weeks  and  had 
followed  oxtensive  staff  coordination  and  i^Lonning,  Howovor,  such  was  not 
tho  cose.  Only  as  intense  effort  by  tho  staff,  tho  unit  to  be  movod,  and 
USAF  made  the  movo  epposr  so  routlno. 
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Wdlj  Wll  ACR  rdnudnod  OPO(%l  to  the  3rd  Bdo,  1st  Cav  Dlv  (AM),  it  con¬ 
ducted  axtenalve  roconnaiaaance  oporatlona  as  vo]2  as  adding  to  tho  security 
of  tho  131  DOP/BO  rue  area.  Howsvsr,  it  met  with  Httlo  eneny  activity 
and  no  signiftcant  contact.  Thus,  on  8  October,  A  Troop  vjas  roloased  OPCOl] 
3rd  Bde  after  returning,  once  again  via  C-I30,  to  tho  BLACKFSORSE  AD  and  LOC 
NINH.  For  tho  reinalndor  of  the  reporting  period  A  Troop  conducted  oporation:^ 
with  1/11  ACR  at  LOC  NINK  and  south  of  (3UAN  LOI. 

b. 

(1)  Introduction:  IXiring  tho  latter  part  of  this  reporting 
period  the  DORO  TEST  Ingram  was  initiated  as  another  stop  toward  tho  Viot- 
namizatlon  of  the  war  effort.  The  HLaokhorse  effort  in  support  of  the  DONG 
TEIN  Progi'cjn  is  divided  into  two  broad  catagorios:  civic  action  and 
security  operations, 

(a)  Civic  Action:  Those  activities  such  as  MEDCAP's^ 
D2iITC;iP*8,  ICAP*s,  civil  or  military  construction  projects,  propaganda 
broadcasts  and  demonstrations,  and  formal  military  training, 

(b)  Security  Operations:  Those  activities  such  as 
ARW/RF/PF/CIDG  combined  military  operations,  seal  and  search  operations, 
rjid  US  advice,  assistance  or  siq>port  for  ARVN/RF/PF/CIDG  military  operations. 

(2)  DQNQ  TSUI  in  Northern  HINH  LONG  Province:  Although  the 
program  is  still  new,  somo  of  the  results  can  alreac^  be  seen.  The  close 
coorporation  of  US  and  South  Vietnamese  units  helps  to  build  respect  and 
mutukL  understanding.  Tho  program  gives  the  ARVN/RF/FF/CIDG  a  chance  to 
gain  a  little  noro  insight  into  the  manner  in  which  US  forces  operate,  thus 
adding  to  their  combat  effectiveness.  Further,  this  coorporation  gives  tho 
US  iuu.t8  a  better  chanco  to  observe  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  South 
Vietnamese  forces,  (Viabllng  th^  to  adjust  their  training  and  operations 
accordingly.  Formal  training  has  included  tho  use  of  demolitions,  mine 
swooping,  Track  Crew  ft^ficiency  Course  (TCPC),  combat  assualt  techniques. 
Joint  ICAP'b  with  on  the  job  training  for  ARVN  medics,  flame  thrower 
training,  and  training  for  ARVN  meohanlcs  and  technical  specialists.  Ad¬ 
ditionally,  the  11th  ACR  lies  initiated  an  extensive  program  of  combined 
operations  (a  summary  of  this  training  is  given  in  sub-par :graph  (h)  below). 

(3)  IXXIO  TI£N  at  Blackhorse  Base  Cinqp:  While  the  3rd  Squadron, 
11th  ACR,  was  rooolving  and  training  with  the  M551  AR/AAV  (Sheridan)  at 
Blackhorse  Base  Conp,  Joint  operations  and  training  wore  conducted  with  the 
5th  Cavalry  Regiment,  I8th  Infantry  Division  (ARVN).  The  3/11  ACR  mission 
was  to  evaluate  the  ability  of  the  5th  ACR  (ARVN)  to  preform  assigned 
missions  under  oonbat  pporationa. 

During  tho  period  17  August  «  U  October,  the  5th  Cavalry  received  a  throo- 
phase  training  program.  To  enablo  the  5th  Cavalry  to  koep  a  troop  at 
Blockhorso  Base  Camp,  the  3/11  ACR  cent  one  troop  to  XUAN  LOC  for  combined 
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opGT'  bJ.oni  <rid  to  holi-  b!ic  operational  and  security  roquiroments 

of  the  !i)th  Cavalry.  i.'*-a3(j  oiiu  of  the  training  covered  crow  and  platoon 
trairiing.  Hiis  eriphasii:od  individual  and  crew  proficiency  training  by 
the  3rd  Squadron,  and  pi ..toon-sizo  oporations  with  •  US  troop.  Phase 
tw  .  ^.:  oss  jd  troop  oporations  undor  tho  control  of  3rd  Squadron.  Each 
troop  of  the  5th  Cavalry  was  to  conduct  troop-sizo  operations  undor  3/^1 
ACR  control  for  ono  woek.  Phauo  three  was  to  be  a  squadron  evaluation 
oxcci'ciso  In  wliich  tho  5th  Cavalry  would  receive  the  oquivalont  of  an  ATT. 
This  phase  of  the  train: ng  program  provided  tho  basis  for  evaluating  the 
operational  roadjioss  oJ.  tho  5th  Cavalry.  Unfortuiiatcly,  tho  tactical 
situation  in  LONG  Province  forced  tho  dt^arture  of  tho  3rd  Squadron 
prior  to  tho  coniplotion  of  pliasos  two  and  throe.  Howtjvor,  each  ARVN  troop 
received  individual,  crew,  and  platoon  training,  and  ono  troop  roceivod 
the  ti’oop  training, 

(U)  Statistical  Sur.xiiary  of  DC*JG  TEIN  activities  and  combined 
opai'ations:  The  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  and  OPCON  units  have  con¬ 
ducted  tho  following  number  of  combined  operations  in  which  a  US  conpany/ 
troop  l-ias  worked  Tjith  an  ARVN/PP/PF/CIDG  unit  during  a  2k  hour  period. 
Ropresentod  below  are  combined  operations  and  training  from  1  -  31  Oct.

Blackhorse,  which  is  the  largest  base 
camp  to  be  turned  over  to  the  RVNAF,  represents  another  major  step  in  tl;o 
Vietnamlsiation  of  the  war*  The  tom  over  was  operationally  significant 

in  that  for  the  first  time  in  three  years  the  Regiment  was  released  from 
the  ro'jponsibility  to  r.ialntain  and  secure  a  largo  base  carp.  This  security 
rocuiremont  had  usually  necessitated  keeping  one  entire  squadron  at  HLackhor 
In  the  next  quarter  the  Regiment  will  be  better  able  to  poriorm  its  mission 
of  II  FP0RCE7  “lire  brigade”  •  (An  after  action  report  on  the  turnover  of 
Blackhorse  to  ARVN  will  bo  included  in  the  next  ORli. ) 

(2)  During  tlio  reporting  period  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry 
Regiment  (REAR)  was  mov.d  to  EIHN  HOA  Amy  Base  along  with  tho  rear  de¬ 
tachments  cf  the  1st  and  3rd  Squadrons.  2nd  Squadron  rear  was  relocated  at 
DI  AN.  Ibis  relocation  considerably  shortened  the  Regiim'tntis  linos  of 
conaimnicatlons^  and  in  the  next  quarteri  should  enable  tho  Regiment  to 
shift  more  of  its  forces  to  forward  areas. 

d.  Training! 

(1)  Replacement  training  was  accotplishod  throughout  the 
quarter  to  prepare  roplacoments  for  the  role  they  must  fill  as  Blackhorse 
troopers.

HLackhorso  officers  wore  sent  to  attend  a  ono-weok  fire  direction  center 
course.  !nio  course  was  given  by  th,>  3:th  OP  at  LCNG  BODIH.  Ton  individu-lLs 
also  attended  forward  obsorvor  school  at  PHUOC  VBIH.  Th^j  wook  course  is 
given  by  Division  Artillery,  1  st  Cavalry  Division  (AM). 

(J)  Sanitation  Training:  Tho  RegimontiJ.  Surgeon 
initiated  sanitation  training  during  this  quartor.  Bie  first  class  was 
conducted  on  29  October  at  FSB  QW3EN.

Tho  Regimental  Siignal  Officer  also  gave  a  demonstration 
on  the  PSR-1  sensor/seismic  detector  to  25  ELackhorse  troopers.  2nd  Squadron 
held  a  two-doy  course  at  DI  A^I  on  tho  FPS*!:,  and  ten  individuals  attended. 

(m)  RAIT  Operators  Course:  Two  individuals  from  tho 
Regimental  Signal  S^tion  attended  a  flvo-day  course  on  tlio  eperation  of  the 

AN/GRC<-106  SSB  radio.  Tho  ccnirso  was  given  by  tlie  1st  Signal  Brigade  at 
LONG  BINH. 


(n)  DomolitloA  gaining:  919  Siginoor  cadro  received 
refresher  training  at  the  919th  Ehgineor  Hsadquortors.  The  instructional 
teams  then  wont  to  all  troops  of  tho  11th  ACR  to  conduct  demolition  tr.aining.

1^  Organisation:  Tho  Aviation  Platoon  consists 
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of  a  oomTuand  and  control  section  with  tvjo  0H-6a  and  two  UH-1H  aircral’t, 
and  a  transport  section  idth  six  UH-IH  aircraft. 

2.  ]3i5)loymant;  The  Aviation  Platoon  oporatos  from  l 
location  near  the  Regimental  Connond  Post  and  parforris  command  and  control^ 
liaison.,  resiqpply,  courier,  and  linitod  troop  transport  for  the  Rogimontal 
Headquarters  and  subordinate  organic  ond  OPCC^  units  of  the  Regiment. 

(b)  Squadron  Aviation  Sections: 

Organization:  Each  of  the  three  squadrons  has  an 
organic  aviation  section  consisting  of  tiio  0H-6a  and  tuo  UH-IH  aircraft. 

2  Qiglo/nnent:  Ihe  aviation  section  operates  from  a 
location  near  the  SqaeSron  Conaand  Post  and  perfoms  coranand  and  control, 
liaison,  observation  and  reconnaissance,  limited  troop  transport,  resupply, 
and  emergency  mediccl  evacuation  for  the  squadron. 

(c)  Air  Cavalry  Ttoop: 

1  Organization:  The  Troop  consists  of  a  Troop  Head¬ 
quarters  with  two  UH-17  aircraft,  an  Aero  Scout  Platoon  with  nine  0H-6A 
aircraft,  an  Aero  Riflo  Platoon  with  ei|^t  UH-IH  aircraft,  and  on  Aero 
Weapons  Platoon  with  nine  AH-10  aircraft. 

2  Bnploymenti  The  Tk'oop  operates  from  a  forward  base 
area  in  or  near  the  Reglnentol  AO  and  parfonns  conbat  operations  in  an  assign¬ 
ed  AD  or  near  the  Reginentol  AO  in  siq^ort  of  suboordinato  organic  or  OPCON 
units  of  tho  Regiment. 

When  operating  in  on  assigned  orea  of  operations,  the  TToop  uses  tho  "pile 
on*  concept.  Plrst  tho  Aero  Scouts  perform  visual  recoxmaissanco.  Vhen  a 
target  is  located  and  dovolpped,  the  Aero  Weapons  Platoon  and  Aero  Rifle 
Platoon  elsnmits  ore  eniOnyod.  A  rta4y  reaction  force  (RRF)  is  available 
for  imediato  coBWltmant.  ]E&ipcirlence  has  shown  that,  during  the  dry  season, 
a  tank  unit  provides  the  most  effective  reaction  force;  ^diereos,  during  the 
rainy  season  infantry  troops  ore  most  effective  duo  to  troffioabllity. 

During  the  "pile  on",  direction  and  control  are  transferred  to  Rogim^tal 
level  until  neoessary  forces  are  built  up  to  eccosplish  the  mission. 

When  Air  Cavalry  Ttoop  supports  a  squadron  or  OPCON  unit,  it  is  gsnerally 
given  a  mission-type  order.  A  mission-type  order  sUous  the  IToop  Commander 
flexibility  in  tailoring  his  unit  to  aeooiiplish  the  sdseion.  Missions  in¬ 
volving  the  Air  Cavclxy  IToop  in  the  AD  ere  closely  coordinatod  between  tho 
S-2,  S-3,  mad  troop  Ceznander. 

Tho  Troop  is  tbs  prlmazy  intelligmaee  gathering  dlanmit  of  the  Regiment, 
cBgilQylng  aerial  research  reoonnsissanco,  ground  reccnnaissance,  bomb  dom^go 
asseasmonte,  smoacr  (aiiffer)  missions,  ni^  obssrvation  devices,  and 
firefly  mlsslans.  ngdoymont  of  the  It^p  is  based  on  intoUigonce  or  onecy 
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contact.  It  can  bo  omployod  to  fight  arid  dostroy  '.noiny  forcoe  as  wll 
to  develop  tho  situation  or  gather  intelligence  inTornr.tion, 

(d)  Other:  During  tho  reporting  period,  tho  iUr  Cavalry 
Troop  t'li'nod  in  two  UK-IC  aircraft  in  Troop  Headquarters  drawing  two  UH-lH 
ati'caaft  in  their  place.  Aleo,  tho  squadrons  turnod  in  their  UH-ID  aircraft, 
and  drew  ncjfv  UH-IH  nodols,  so  tnat  tho  Reglirujit  now  has  only  tho  H  modol  series 
of  the  UH-1 . 


( 1)  Training:  Command  emphasis  has  boon  placed  on  orientation 
checkouts,  m-country  orientations  for  newly  assigned  aviators  and  quarterly 
proficiency  chocks.  An  intensive  transition  program  to  cross-train  aviators 
on  t  .0  Uii-6a  is  still  in  effect.  This  program  allows  greater  flexibility  in 
assigning  aviators  wittiin  tho  Aero  Scout  Platoon  of  tho  A:ir  Cavalry  Troop. 

On  the  .job  training  during  tho  rc5)orting  period  was  conducted  by  tho  398th 
Transportation  Dotachi.ont  to  quilily  crewchiefs  and  iii5)rovo  the  proficiency 
of  mechanics.  Perscnnol  were  sent  to  formal  courses  in  various  mintonanco 
fields  as  quotas  becanio  avaij.able. 

(3)  Maintenance:  During  the  reporting  period,  the  Direct  Support 
maintonancQ  unit  was  relocated  from  Hlackhorse  Base  Cainp  to  Rod  Catcher  in 
LONG  BINH.  Dospite  less  adequate  facilities  and  tho  disruption  caused  by 
tho  move  itself,  aircraft  availability  showed  no  decline.

b.  Chemical: 

(1)  General:  !Die  33rd  Chemical  Detachment  provided  personnel 
detection,  CS  drops,  defoliation  and  chemical  staff  support  to  the  Regiment 
during  the  reporting  period. 

(2)  Personnel  Detection:  llil  Sniffer  missions  were  flown  in 
tho  Regimental  AD  using  the  XM3  Personnel  Detector.  Also,  in  conjunction 
vrith  tho  S-5  P31DP*s,  the  33rd  Chemical  Detachment  began  dropping  leaflets 
during  Shiffer  inissiona.  This  action  not  only  aided  the  Regimental  S-5, 
but  sei'vod  U  disguise  the  actual  mission  as  well  as  obtain  pinpoint 
delivery  on  trails,  bunicer  coiqploxes  and  any  other  areas  fi’ocjucnted  by  the 
HVA/VC. 


(3)  CS  Drops: 

(a)  A  total  of  300  B-158  clusters  were  dropped  during  tho 
quarter.  This  was  an  increase  over  the  previous  period*  s  usage  due  to  the 
Regimental  S-2  using  the  CS  in  a  reconnaissance  role.  IXiring  September  and 
October  £-158  clusters  wore  used  on  numerous  occasions  to  exploit  intelligence 
information  in  areas  that  were  inaccossable  by  units  of  tho  Regiment.  The  CS 
cluster  were  dropped  on  suspected  enemy  positions  and  followed  by  visual  re¬ 
connaissance  and,  if  necessary,  gunships  and  artillery  wore  orployed. 
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(b)  During  th«  reporting  poriod  tliroo  dropa  of  porslstan^ 

CS  were  conducted  to  deny  the  one^^  the  use  of  largo  orcas  and  bunker  com¬ 
plexes.  nils  is  the  first  time  that  persistant  CS  has  boon  used  in  the 
montoi  AO.  A  total  of  1^0  dinuns  were  dropped. 

(c)  !l!ho  33rd  Chemical  Detachment  h::,s  started  producing 
P3rsj  :\':it  'J.'  Dunkor  Restriction  Bombs  (BDUB's)  for  squadron  use  to  contam¬ 
inate  bunkers.  Ttit  bombs  are  easy  to  use  and  will  stand  up  under  most 
weather  conditions  until  used.  One  bomb  will  effectively  contaminate  a  h  x 
foot  bunker.  A  total  of  USO  BDRB*s  have  been  produced  since  production 
started  in  September. 

(b)  Defoliation: 

(a)  C«123  Defoliation:  Reqpiests  were  submitted  for  C-123 
defoliation  of  Highweys  13  and  1U  in  BINH  LONG  n*ovlnce«  Ihe  requests 

were  refused  at  province  level  due  to  the  danger  of  damaging  the  rubber  trees. 

(b)  Ground  Base  Defoliation:  Hie  33rd  Chemical  Detachment 
continued  to  provide  support  to  the  (JJAN  LOI  defense  by  spraying  around 

the  base  perimeter.  DleBal  fuel  was  used  Instead  of  defoliant.  Also^  the 
perimeter  of  FSB  TKDNDEZl  IF  was  defoliated  using  U|600  gallons  of  diesel  fuel. 

(5)  Firablem  Area:  The  availability  of  &>158  CS  clusters  from  the 
ammunition  rip^  point  (ASP)  has  been  a  problem.  Even  though  the  £-1 56  CS 
cluster  was  no  longer  on  the  available  supj^  rate^  the  ASP*  s  cannot  keep 
enou^  cn  hand  to  meet  the  RegiBeat*s  needs.  A  stookoge  level  of  60  E-158 
CS  clusters  has  been  requosted  to  be  stocked  by  the  QQ&f  LOI  ASP  for  the  11th  AC. 

e.  ^anol:  During  this  period  the  Regiment  displaced  its  squadron 
and  Regimental  retf  personn^  and  equipment  to  BZQI  HDA.  Conwonlcations 
equipment  from  Hlacldioree  Boso  (kap  was  installed  In  BIBI  HOA  for  rear  area 
command  and  control  puxposes.  2h  addltioni  HP  Tty  eomunications  (AN/GRC-1b2} 
was  Installed  to  provide  adequate  oMnlstrativo  lofLotlorl  coBunications 
support  to  roar  areas.  9io  165^  D6  Maintenance  Bettallcnj  LOMG  BIHHi 
entered  the  net  on  a  daily  basis  in  order  that  the  growing  loglstleal 
forward  support  areas  could  oi^edlte  their  daily  reports  mod  requests. 

The  I85th  mac  provided  a  slpsl  malntensnce  support  cipabllity  to  provide 
adequate  mad  tlmo3y  repair  eorvioee  In  the  forward  areas.  Ihitisl  remilts 
indicate  that  thia  ewice  will  oat  the  Regiment  IK  radio  deadline  rate 
considerahly.  A  jOan  for  D8  evioaation  of  eleotrenio  and  radio  wquipment  is 
being  formulated  to  cut  down  cn  turn  around  travel  time. 

Radio,  wire,  ttd  nsesmagw  eervioe  were  the  eame  at  in  previous  reports  except 
that  the  0-2,  0-3  Air,  and  FSCC  Hot  Unea  ware  eliminated  beemiee  of  higher 
prioritiee  eatelOiahed  by  the  GABS.  IM  radio  (eeoure)  provided  adequate 
eosMinioaticns  to  fill  theee  pre-emptod  tolephmoo  lintai. 
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Special  task  ioroes  w.’j  formed  for  various  operatlono  wiUiin  the  AO. 

Tlier'i  t<i8k  fo^'cea  wore  provided  comand  tracks  from  the  HHT,  11th  ACR.  It 
was  n^jcossary  to  re-allooate  two  AN-VRC-iA6iB«  plus  voice  secure  equipment 
to  install  in  those  tracks  for  Regimental  conmand  and  control  purposes. 

d.  Artillery! 

(1 }  General:  During  the  period  1  August  to  31  October  1969> 
artillery  provided  direct  end  general  support  for  the  1 1  th  Armored  Cavalry 
Regiment  and  its  OFCGN  units.  Intelligence  determined  targets,  preparations, 
counter  fires,  SENSOR,  SPAR,  and  Red  Haze  constitute  the  majority  of  types  of 
missions  fired. 

(2)  The  artillery  units  providing  direct  end  general  support 
to  the  Regim^t  and  its  OPCON  units,  ond  the  total  rounds  fired  hy  each 
during  the  reporting  period  ore  as  follows!

(1 )  General:  During  this  reporting  period|  elements  of  the 
919th  £hgineer  Coiqpany  (/a-iored)  participated  in  Operation  KENTUCKY  COUGARf 
while  providing  direct  combat  support  to  elements  of  tho  11th  Armored 
Cavalry  Regiment*  One  generator  operator  and  one  30  Kv  generator  were 
dispatched  to  the  SONG  BE  Bridge  for  light  security  In  support  of  the  1  st 
Cavalry  Division  (AM)*  On  $  October ^  the  generator  and  its  operation  were 
turned  over  to  the  1st  Cavalry  and  the  generator  operator  returned  to  Black- 
horse  Base  Cairqp* 

(2)  Operations: 

(a)  1st  Platoon:  The  1st  Flatoonj  919th  Eigineer  Company 
provided  direct  support  for  the  1st  Squadron^  11th  ACR* 

IXirlng  the  first  two  weeks  of  August  the  1st  Platoon^  working  out  of  FSB 
FPJEDA  in  coordination  with  the  1  st  Squadron^  conducted  daily  mine  sweeps  to 
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the  lEM  CAT  Bridge.  Fton  16-22  August,  the  engineers,  under  the  direction 
of  the  1  ct  Cavalry,  began  clearing  land  for  LZ  AIJN.  During  this  seven  day 
period  twenty-one  bunkers  were  constructed  and  the  area  was  encircled  with 
more  than  sixteen  hundred  meters  of  triple  standard  concei'tina  foncL  . 

On  23  August,  the  1st  Platoon  was  divided.  One  squad  of  the  platoon  worked 
or.  the  completion  of  a  berm  for  LZ  KELLY,  another  performed  demolition  work 
clearing  fields  of  fire  for  the  1-1 6th  Infantry  at  NDP  ALLONS  II,  and  the 
third  squad  was  used  as  support  jn  convoy  operations  fl'om  LOG  NINH  to  QUAN  L0> . 

On  1  September,  one  ACAV  and  a  five  man  crew  were  attached  to  C  Troop.  Two 
days  later,  Track  31  and  its  crew  went  on  a  recorjiaissanco  mission  with  C 
Troop  inad  found  twenty  enemy  bunkers.  The  following  day,  on  another  similar 
mission  six  miles  northwest  of  LZ  KELLY,  two  hundred  fighting  positions  were 
discovere'.^.  The  bunkers  and  the  fighting  positions  were  left  In  place. 

On  5  September,  IZ  KELLY  received  incoming  RPG,  mortar,  and  recoilless  rifle 
rounds  for  almosu  fifteen  ndnutes.  That  morning,  after  the  fire  ceased,  the 
engineers  and  C  Ttoop  conducted  another  reconnaissance,  aieny  contact  was 
mado  twice  that  day  and  the  engineer  cavalry  team  was  credited  with  1 2  NVA 
killed. 

On  23  Septeabar,  the  engineers  were  called  upon  to  construct  a  class  12  tim¬ 
ber  trestle  bridge.  This  they  did  from  natural  materials,  by  wiring  the 
pieces  together.  From  2$  September  to  11  October,  the  1st  Platoon  laagered 
at  FSE  DEB.  The  first  six  days  were  spent  constructing  1500  meters  of  berm, 
laying  200  meters  of  triple  standard  concertina -fence,  and  reinforcing  bunker 
positions  to  ii!5)rovo  perimeter  defense.  P^om  3-11  October,  the  engineers 
conducted  drily  mine  sweeps  ftrom  FSB  JON  to  FSB  DEB,  and  along  QL  1 3  from 
LOG  NBIH  to  F3B  THUNDER  IV.  On  15  October,  the  1st  Platoon  conducted  a  re¬ 
connaissance  of  five  AVLB  sites  in  the  vicinity  of  FSE  Gl/IN.  The  platoon 
returned  to  FSB  GWIN  and  on  26  October  was  replaced  by  the  2nd  Platoon,  919th 
Eiglneer  Con^any. 


(b)  2nd  Platoon:  During  most  of  the  quarter  the  2nd 
Platoon,  919th  Ehglneor  Con5)any,  provided  direct  support  for  the  3rd  Squadron, 
11th  ACR. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  rejortlng  period  the  2nd  Platoon  was  operating  out 
of  Blackhorse  Base  Gair?).  They  conducted  daily  mine  sweeps  north  to  YUAN 
LOG  and,  when  required,  south  from  Blackhorse  Base  Caiip  to  tho  village  of 
CAM  MY.  Two  days  after  the  mine  sweep  operations  were  con?)loted  and  the  road 
was  opened,  a  ^  ton  truck  struck  a  mine.  The  engineers  wero  called  upon 
to  chock  the  area  and  invostigato  the  incident.  VSiil'  i  checking  for  other 
mines  in  the  area,  a  squad  loader  was  killed  when  he  stopped  on  a  mine 
located  approximately  20  feet  fi*om  the  first. 

On  5  September,  the  2nd  Platoon  moved  to  FSB  ASPEN  II.  Tho  next  day  the 
engineers,  OPCON  to  M  Company  on  a  mine  sweep  operation,  was  ambushed  south¬ 
west  of  AIT  LOG.  During  the  contact  five  engineers  vrare  wounded  and  had  to 
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be  eVwicuated.  thij  Gario  dc;;,  one  mine  was  found  and  blovjn  in  place,  and 
five  others  were  struck  by  vehicles. 

On  ,']eptGiTb?r,  the  2nd  Platoon  was  replaced  bt  the  3rd  Platoon,  and  the 
2nd  ;^latoon  cone  to  QU/U  LOI  to  support  the  919th  Ehginoor  Company  Head¬ 
quarters,  Prom  llj-21  September,  the  platoon  provided  security  for  the  closi:  ; 
of  FSD*s  aLLCXTS  II  and  EAGLE  II.  On  21  September,  the  engineers  returned 
to  QUAN  LOI  and  began  construction  of  a  30  x  hS  foot  command  bunker  to  house 
the  administratiT'O  and  o^^erations  sections  of  the  919th  Engineers. 

fVon  5-11  October,  the  pl:'.toon  widened  and  repaired  a  bridge  at  XT757633  and 
constructed  and  placed  culverts  at  the  same  location.  In  addition,  the 
enginec-',  conducted  regular  mine  sweeps  and  reconnaissance  in  the  area, 

17-25  October,  the  platoon  conducted  a  reconnaissance  for  AVLB  sites  on  Route 
301;,  east  of  QL  13,  for  seven  kilometers.  On  26  October,  the  2nd  Platoon  road 
marched  to  FSB  GWYN, 

(c)  3rd  Platocn:  During  the  reporting  oeriod  the  3rd 
Platoon  of  !ihe  919th  Qiglneer  Company  provided  support  for  the  11th  ACR 
frmo  1  August  to  12  Septanber,  and  direct  support  for  the  3rd  Squadron,  11th 
ACR,  from  13  September  to  31  October, 

During  the  first  weel:  of  August,  the  3rd  Platoon  worked  on  various  construc¬ 
tion  projects  at  QU AN  LOI,  in^iroving  the  bunker  line  and  command  bunker  of 
Red  Sector,  plus  building  ACAV  revetments.  On  12  August,  the  platoon  played 
a  major  role  in  plugging  the  hole  in  the  perimeter  of  QUAN  LOI,  The  peri¬ 
meter  had  oeen  attacked  by  enemy  ground  troops,  the  wire  had  been  breached, 
and  the  enemy  were  within  the  base  camp.  The  engineers  aided  in  the  evacua¬ 
tion  of  the  wounded  and  in  holding  a  200  meter  front  until  reinforcements 
arrived.  For  the  remainder  of  August  and  early  September  the  platoon  con¬ 
structed  bunkers  at  QUAN  LOI, 

On  11;  Soptenber,  the  platoon,  OPCON  to  M  Company,  moved  to  FSB  ASPEN  II,  The 
engineers  remained  there  for  the  rest  of  September  providing  security  and 
daily  mine  sweeps  in  the  ASPEN  II  area.  The  mines  found  in  tld.s  area  were 
either  conventional  Chicom  mines  or  minjj  constructed’ ftron -but turf ly  bombs. 

All  findings  were  destroyed. 

On  6  October,  the  3rd  Platoon  moved  to  a  new  NDP  at  11705921;  and  performed 
demolitico  work  in  tho  area.  Later  in  the  month  the  engineers  moved  to  NDP 
EAGLE  I  u:'d  cleared  the  area  of  enemy  fortifications  and  obstacles.  On  23 
October,  the  platoon  left  NDP  EAGLE  I  and  laagered  at  XT696926,  The  3rd 
Platoon  continued  as  direct  support  for  3/11  ACR  through  3I  October, 

(d)  kth  Platoon:  The  l;th  Platoon,  919th  Engineer  Con9)any, 
provided  direct  support  for  the  2nd  Squadron,  11th  ACR, 

For  the  last  part  of  Jdly  and  the  beginning  of  August,  the  l;th  Platoon  was 
located  at  FSB  ASPEN,  The  engineers  improved  the  perimeter  defenses  by 
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setting  up  trip  flares  i.  d  constructing  a  fort\-tliroe  foot  tower.  They  also 
conducted  daiJy  wine  swoops  and  culvert  reconnaissance  between  DUC  VINH  and 
THUND5R  in. 

On  5  August,  the  platoon  moved  from  FSB  ASPEN  to  NDP  EAGLE).  The  follo\ang 
day  vh'-;  engineer 3  left  NDP  ElAGLB  to  check  culverts  along  QL  13  from  AN  LOG 
to  FSB  THUNDER  III.  In  addition,  the  platoon  was  given  the  mission  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  AN  LOG  and  recover  a  fifty  thousand  gallon  fuel  tanker  that  had 
overturned  :J.ong  the  convoy  route  at  XT756880.  After  Ih  hours  of  work,  the 
tanker  was  recovered  with  its  load  intact  and  was  escorted  to  QUAN  LOI. 

On  7  August,  the  iith  Platoon  departed  QUAN  LOI  and  was  given  the  mission  to 
build  FSB  EAGLE  II,  largo  enough  for  2/1 1  ACR,  two  ARVN  artillery  pieces,  and 
an  .J’Vil  battalion  headquarters.  Sixty  percent  of  the  borm  was  completed 
after  the  first  day  of  work.  The  berm  and  gun  positions  were  completed  on 
the  second  day. 

On  9  August,  the  platoon  departed  FSB  EAGLE  II  to  construct  a  new  access  to 
FSB  ASPEN.  An  entrance  was  cut  Into  the  berm  and  covered  with  twelve  inch 
diameter  logs.  The  platoon  then  returned  to  QUAN  LOI  for  maintenance  of  their 
weapons  and  vehicles. 

On  1 1  August,  the  engineor a  supported  1  -1 6th  Inf  (MECH)  In  the  construction 
of  FSB  ALLONS  II,  Before  construction  could  begin,  extensive  land  clearing 
of  dense  bamboo  and  trees  had  to  be  done.  The  next  day  work  was  continued 
on  ALLONS  II—  fields  of  fire  were  cleared  and  tangle-foot  barbed  wire  and 
concertina  wire  were  Implaced. 

The  platoon  rasiained  at  rSB  ALLONS  II  through  the  month  of  August.  IXiring 
this  period  they  conductod  numerous  mine  sweeps  and  accomplished  several 
demolition  missions  in  the  area. 

On  I  September,  the  platoon  moved  to  DI  AN  where  they  remained  until  1 0 
October,  pulling  maintenance  on  their  vehicles,  putting  in  concertina  fence 
and  trip  flares  to  improve  perimeter  defense,  conducting  classes  on  mine 
sweeping  and  demolitions  for  the  benefit  of  2/1 1  ACR  personnel,  and  con- 
stx*uctlng  quarters  for  2/11  ACR.  The  platoon  also  aided  in  the  construction 
of  non-penoanent  structures  at  BIBN  HOA  in  preparation  for  the  phasing  out 
of  BLackhorse  Base  Camp  and  the  move  of  ELackhorse  Rear  to  BIQI  HOA. 

Tho  platoon  left  HL  AN  and  laagered  at  FSB  MARGE  on  10  October.  For  the 
remainder  of  the  reporting  period  the  engineers  conducted  mine  sweep  oper¬ 
ations,  bridge  site  recotmaieeance,  and  improved  the  perimeter  defense  of  FSB 
MARGE. 


(3)  Maintenance:  During  the  quarter  the  majority  of  the  main¬ 
tenance  section  was  located  at  QUAN  LOI,  providing  maintenance  support  for 
the  919th  Engineer  Company.  The  men  and  heavy  equipment  of  the  section  aided

The  reanaindar  of  tho  MaJ.utonance  Section  stationed  at  Blackhorse  Base  Camp 
supported  the  91i/'th  Ehgineors  in  their  move  to  BliiN  HOA  and  QUAN  LOI. 

(ii)  Nefw  Equipments  One  S-ton  Dump  Truck 

One  Kw  Generator 
Two  Bridges 

(5)  Base  Camp  Dov'?::opment;  During  the  reporting  period  the  919th 
Ehgineer  Company  (Armored)  concentrated  on  phasing  out  Blackhorse  Base  Camp 
and  transporting  the  men  and  eq'oipment  to  BIEN  HOA  and  then  QUfUJ  LOI.  A 
rear  area  for  the  company  to  s  .ore  equipment  not  needed  for  forward 
operations  and  quarters  for  personnel  in  transit  was  established  at  BIEN  HOA. 
The  move  from  Blackhorse  Base  Camp  to  QUAN  LOI  began  on  2k  October,  and  by 
27  October  the  Administrative,  Operations,  Supply,  Mess  and  Maintenance 
Sections  wer.  settled  at  QUAN  LOI. 

5.  (C)  COMBAT  SERVICE  SUPPORT: 

a.  Logistics; 

(1)  General;  Tlio  meet  significant  logistics  activity  during  the 
reporting  period  was  the  closj.ntj  of  Blackhorse  Base  Camp.  The  installation 
was  turned  over  to  the  I8th  Division  (ARVN).  In  formal  ceremonies  on  2k 
October,  thus  shortening  the  11th  ACR*s  lines  of  comimmication  and  closing 
out  all  support  from  the  ^1  st  light  Maintenance  Company  and  the  506th  Supply 
and  Services  Detachment  under  the  BEAR  CAT  LSA*  The  29th  General  Support 
Group  and  the  3rd  Ordnance  Battalion  (ammunition)  provided  continuous 
logistical  support  during  the  quarter,  with  the  l85th  Maintenance  Battalion 
and  the  266th  Supply  and  Services  Battalion  assuming  all  maintenance  and 
supply  support  as  Blackhorse  was  closed  out. 

(2)  Supply: 

(a)  Class  I:  Rations  were  drawn  from  the  nearest  Class  I 
point.  Dui’lng  Opwation  KENTUCKY  COUGAR  rations  were  drawn  from  the  1 5th 
S&S  Bn,  1st  Air  Cavalry  Division  (AM)  at  QUAN  LOI.  The  3rd  Squadron 
training  at  HLackhorse  was  supported  by  the  506th  S&S  Detachment. 

(b)  Glass  H:  Individual  clothing  and  equipment  continued 
to  be  drawn  trani  the  266th  S&S  and  no  problems  were  encountered. 

(c)  Class  ni;  Class  HI  was  drawn  fl*om  both  I5th  S&S  in 
QUAN  LOI  and  506th  S&S  in  Blackhorse  during  the  quarter.  The  1st  Squadron, 
operating  in  LOG  NINH,  was  supplied  by  fixed  wing  firom  1  st  Cavalry  Division 
Support  Conoand  in  BIEN  HOA. 

(d)  Class  IV:  Barrier  materials  were  again  a  problem 
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during  the  quarter*  The  IJth  S&S  Eh  was  unable  to  issue  any  barrier  material 
becauf..  their  assets  on  hand  were  designated  as  fii’obase  kits  and  could  not 
be  broken  up*  Therefore,  all  barrier  materials  had  to  be  drawn  by  the 
Regiment  and  transported  to  QJAH  LOI.  The  problem  of  controlling  the  issue 
cf  barrier  material  was  solved  by  storing  all  the  barrier  materials  at  a 
Class  IV  yard  co-located  with  the  919th  Engineer  Company  at  QUAN  LOI. 

Regimental  S-li  determined  the  allocations  and  authorized  issues  through  the 
919th  Ehgineer  Company* 

During  the  period  USARV  began  controlling  sandbags.  The  Rogiiaent  was  allocate  1 
200,000  sandbags  for  the  months  of  September  and  October.  These  sandbags 
were  drawn  and  further  allocated  to  the  units*  The  allocation  satisfied  the 
Regiment*  s  minimum  requirements. 

(e)  doss  V:  Class  V  was  drawn  from  the  3rd  Ordnance  Bn  or 
the  QUAII  LOI  ASP*  The  arammition  holding  area  at  HLackhorso  Base  Camp  was 
closed  in  October., 

(f)  Class  VH: 

1^  Frm  the  beginning  of  the  reporting  period  to  6  Sep¬ 
tember,  3rd  Squadron  was  at  Blackhorse  Base  Camp  to  receive  its  initial 
issue  of  the  M551  Sheridan*  The  Squadron  turned  in  16  of  its  oldest  H113Al*s 
for  receipt  of  27  H5S1*3«  These  were  the  phase  II  MS51*Qj  incorporr.ting 
many  of  the  modifications  requested  by  the  1  st  Squadron  as  a  result  of  their 
combat  operations  with  the  since  February*  Some  of  the  major 
modifications  were:  }^djie  protective  side  armor,  a  removable  commander* s 
control  handle  iMch  could  be  positioned  in  the  cupola,  engine  rxcocs  panel 
in  the  rear  of  the  turret  compartment,  grease  fittings  for  the  roadidieel 
lubrication  system,  and  a  turret  floor  access  hatch* 

2  During  September,  the  2nd  Squadron  moved  to  DI  AN  to 
to  receive  its  issue  of  Sheridans.  Again,  16  ACAV*8  were  exchanged  for 
27  M551 ' 8,  conideting  the  Regimental,  issue. 

2  The  ACTIV  evaluation  of  the  M113A1,  APC  launched  Bridge 
(Ehsure  6U)  was  completed  during  September.  The  1st  Squadron  determined 
the  vehicle  was  unsatisfactory  for  use  by  the  Regiment  since  the  bridge 
would  not  hold  the  weight  of  an  * 

When  A  Troop,  1 1  th  AGR,  moved  fay  air  to  BU  DOP,  a  lift 
capability  required  for  maintenance  support.  The  KS76  tracked  recovery 
vehicle  and  the  5**ton  wrecker,  organic  to  the  Regiment,  were  both  too 
large  for  a  C130*  A  3-ton,  rough  terrain  crane  was  obtained  I^om  the  depot 
on  a  160  day  tenporary  loan  and  was  flow  to  BU  DOP  where  it  proved  to  be  an 
excellent  vehicle  for  pulling  packs  and  moving  bulk  ammunition  loads. 

2  In  September,  the  919th  Engineer  Conpany  drew  a  tank 
mounted  mine  roller  f^om  the  25th  Infantzy  Division*  After  the  roller  was 
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brougl'.  o  ;o  QUAN  LOI^  it  was  discovered  that  some  ports  were  ndssiiig  and 
it  could  not  be  utilized  immediately.  At  the  end  of  the  reporting  period, 
the  parts  were  being  fabricated  by  the  I85th  Maintenance  Battalion. 

6  In  late  October,  the  first  of  the  MS51  commander's 
sTdolds  arrived  at  Q^AN  LOI*  A  box-like  shelf,  which  mounts  on  the  TC's 
cupola,  protects  the  TC  from  small-arms  fij'e  and  shell  fragments,  Twenty- 
sovon  'irriv';d  in  this  initial  sidpment  and  were  split  equally  among  the  thrf  j 
squadroiis. 


(g)  Class  DC;  The  mission  of  repair  parts  supply  for  the  11th  ACR 
was  c^scuMed  by  the  185th  Hainteiiance  Battalion  as  the  551  st  IM  was  closed  out, 
A  significant  improvement  in  Liie  supply  reaction  time  was  made  by  Lho 
establishment  of  a  verbal  requisition  form  to  transmit  high  priority 
requisitions  by  telephone  or  radio.  In  October,  a  team  reviewed  each  squadron 
PLL  records,  noted  the  zero  balances,  and  then  searched  depot  stocks  to  insur<; 
a  PLL  fill.  Also  during  October,  the  I85th  Technical  Supply  identified  800 
ASL  lines  as  fast  as  movLag  parts  and  established  a  forward  service  stock  at 
QUAN  IX)I  to  provide  more  responsive  supply  service.  The  service  stock 
expedited  requisitioning  for  all  1 1  th  ACR  units  in  the  QUAN  LOI  area,  and  plan 
were  in  process  for  adding  DX  capability, 

(h)  Aerial  Resupply; 

1^  Rotary  Wing:  During  Operation  KINTUCKY  COUGAR  rotary 
wing  resupply  was  provided  by  EE  FFORCEV,  During  the  August  high  point,  1^0 
-50  sorties  per  day  were  required,  A  CHSU  was  utilized  to  retrograde  battle 
damaged  ACAV's, 


2  Fixed  Wing:  Fixed  wing  resupi^  was  used  extensively  in 
in  the  LOG  NINH  area.  The  squadron  was  required  to  submit  requests  hours 
in  advance  of  required  resupply.  This  system  proved  to  be  unreliable  and  the 
supplies  were  not  delivered  when  needed,  fixed  wing  resupply  had  to  be 
heavily  augmented  xdth  rotary  wing  resupply. 

(3)  Maintenance: 

(a)  Scheduled  Maintenanco  Operations:  In  July,  the  11th  AH 
outlined  a  maintenance  program  for  August  which  gave  each  maneuver  troop  one 
week  of  maintenance  during  the  month.  This  program  was  presented  to  the 
Comaanding  General,  II  FFORCEV,  and  was  disapproved.  An  alternate  program 
of  3-5  day  maintenanco  periods  for  platoons  or  platoon  equivalents  was 
approved  and  was  initiated  in  August.  The  platoon  malntonance  operations  had 
built-in  disadvantages  in  that  the  troop  cludn  of  conanand  was  missing,  the 
troop  maintenance  effort  was  directed  toward  keeping  the  maneuvering  platoons 
rolling,  and  a  relatively  inexperienced  platoon  leader  was  saddled  with  tlvi 
responsibility  of  organizing,  coordinating  and  supervising  the  maintenance 
program.  The  platoon  maintenance  programs  were  barely  underway  when  the  1 2 
August  attacks  disrupted  the  scheduling,  and  maintenance  was  done  on  an  as 
needed  basis. 
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By  Septoraber^  the  platoon  pai^grams  were  well  underway,  but  the  deadline  raLe 
continvrju  to  clijnb.  In  October,  the  Acting  Conmandlng  Qcneral  of  II  FFORCEV 
directed  that  troop  maintenance  periods  be  scheduled  and  performed.  With  the 
increased  maintenance  effort  at  troop/ccnpany  level,  Uie  deadline  rate  greatly 
improved*  .\t  the  end  of  the  quarter,  the  original  troop  maintenance  program 
and  the  end  of  the  rainy  season  left  the  Reglmet  in  a  good  maintenance  pos^  rj. 

(b)  Combat  Vehicle  Repair  and  Retui*n  (R^R)  Program:  In 
Augu5:c,  the  Deputy  Commanding  General  of  USARV  proposed  that  11th  ACR  high 
mileage  vehicles  bo  sent  to  LONG  BINH  for  coraploto  servicing  at  fixed  main¬ 
tenance  facilities  to  extend  their  operational  life.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
program  would  work  if  the  vehicles  could  be  transported  the  76  miles  to  LONG 
BINH  and  back  without  liaving  to  make  a  150  mile  roactaarch*  The  program  was 
set  up  in  cooperation  with  tho  1 0$th  Maintenance  Battalion  and  a  portion  of 
their  property  was  designated  as  the  BAR  area*  Die  first  vehicles  rolled  in 
for  R&R  on  19  August* 

In  ^  months  the  R&R  maintenance  program  had  an  impressive  record,  conq)leting 
the  following  vehicles:

!Rie  program  was  received  with  nixed  feelings—  the  coomianders  noting  the 
loss  of  pperational  vehicles  for  a  period  of  time,  the  crews  praising  the 
opportunity  to  perform  intensive  maintenance  without  the  pressures  of  combat 
operations  and  no  night  tine  security  problems*  Overall,  the  program 
proved  highly  successful  and,  during  the  last  part  of  the  quarter,  plans 
were  being  made  to  initiate  a  special  R&R  progam  for  the  Ml  09  Howitsers 
to  iiopi  ove  their  maintenance  status* 

(c)  Forward  Support  Area  Concept:  At  the  end  of  Jdly,  the 
1 65th  Maintenance  Battalion  restructured  their  contact  team  support  to  have 
one  contact  team  with  each  squadron*  This  organisation  provided  support  to 
the  squadrons  but,  when  all  squadrons  arrived  at  QGAN  LOI  during  October,  it 
became  obvious  that  there  had  to  be  some  SMins  of  coordinating  the  supply 
and  maintenance  efforbe  of  the  three  separate  teems*  late  October,  the 

1 65th  Maintenance  Battalion  sent  a  representative  to  QGAN  LOI  to  coordinate 
all  maintenance  activltios,  establish  a  service  stock  supply  activity, 
establish  a  forwiard  electrcnioa  repair  shop,  control  maintenance  float  and 
establish  a  retrograde  odUectlon  point*  Saigon  Support  Cosnand  sent  a 
representative  to  QOAN  lOI  to  coordinate  all  support  activities  to  include 
maintenance,  supply  and  emninition* 

(d)  SLeotrcnlos  Repair:  Because  of  the  distance  from 
QUAN  LOI  to  the  electronics  repair  facility  in  LONG  BDIH,  a  large  part  of 
the  downtime  was  due  to  evaouatlcn  tins  and  return  shlinent  tine*  To  alle¬ 
viate  this,  the  I85th  Maintenance  Bn  outfitted  an  Ml 09  shop  van  with  a  test 
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bonch^  ropciir*  parts  and  signal  generator,  and  sent  it  to  CpAII  LOI.  Set  up 
in  the  Rogiriental  conmunications  area  in  October,  tho  signal  repair  shop  paid 
irnraadialo  dividends  in  providing  close  response  maintenance  support  and 
roduelng  thn  radio  doTjntime. 

(o)  Retrograde;  Recovery  and  evacuation  of  unservicable 
vehicles  continued  to  bo  a  maj'^r  problem.  Recovery  was  compaicdtt;d  by  ter¬ 
rain  durirg  the  wet  season,  but  tho  addition  of  seven  now  M578*s  in  August 
helped  alleviate  that  problean.  The  CH5ii  "Flying  Crane"  was  utilized  at  least 
once  by  each  squadron  during  the  quarter  to  evacuate  11113  vehicles  from  in- 
aocriar  h'’  o  ?  ocations. 

(f )  185th  Maintenance  Battalion  Liaison;  IXu’ing  the  perio'’ 

1  August  :.o  31  October,  several  actions  were  taken  to  improve  coordination 
and  speed  supply  communications  between  QUAN  LOI  and  LONG  BDIH. 

2,  In  August,  a  representative  was  sent  from  the  Regiment 
to  the  165th  Maintenance  Bn  to  handle  the  daily  deadline  report  and  parts 
requisitions.  He  worked  in  the  material  office  and  became  the  point  of  con¬ 
tact  for  reports  and  da-Jy  coordination.  His  preeenco  at  tho  l8Sth  Materiel 
Office  provided  tLo  Regiment  with  an  always  available  ”ear"  for  11th  ACR 
problems. 


2  To  further  increase  supply  and  maintenance  coordina¬ 
tion,  tae  11th  ACR  courier  flight  was  routed  to  stop  at  the  I85th  Maintenance 
Bn  pad.  The  aircraft  was  normally  on  the  ground  less  than  a  minute,  only 
long  enough  to  drop  the  doily  deadline  report  and  the  squadrons'  requisitions, 
then  pick  yx\  any  parts  or  messages  returning  to  QJAN  L0I«  The  seven  addi¬ 
tional  ndnuooj  of  fli^t  time  daily,  saved  up  to  two  days  transit  time  for 
requisitions  and  reports,  and  proved  to  be  a  most  valuable  investment  for 
maintenance  and  supply  support, 

3  In  late  October,  the  I85th  installed  a  RTT  unit  at 
LC»IG  BINH  that  netted  with  the  11th  ACR  at  QCAN  LOI,  This  added  a  "hard  copy*’ 
means  of  communications  with  tho  I85th,  and  provided  another  method  of  rapidly 
passing  supply  and  mair-teixance  information, 

(g)  During  the  period  of  stand  down  idien  the  2nd  and  3rd 
Squadrons  picked  up  the  M551  vehicles,  USARV  conducted  CMMI  inspections.

(1 )  General:  The  general  health  of  the  Regiment  during  the 
reportablo  period  ccuitlnues  to  reflect  progress  inaplte  of  the  continued  wet 
season  and  heavy,  sporadl.c  cneny  contact  in  the  QUAN  LOX/LOC  HINH  area. 
Medical  statlstlrcs  tndlc.ite  various  increases  and  decreases  concerning  non¬ 
battle  Inji^rios,  man-days  lost,  and  certain  diseases  such  as  malarial,  dlaz- 
rheol,  respirat^,  Tsnei'Oal,  and  dermstologlcal.  All  fluctuations  are  di¬ 
rectly  related  to  the  season  and  increase/decrease  In  tactical  activity,  llie 
Regimental  Surgeon  has  placed  maxlBum  emphasis  on  high  standards  involving 
preventivo  medicine,  sanitary  discipline,  quality  of  flight  physicals,  and 
civic  action  programs. 


(2)  Non-battle  injuries  reported  through  Regimantal  medical 
channels  vary  from  abrasions  to  injuries  of  a  serious  nature  requiring  hos¬ 
pitalization  and  evacuation  out  of  the  Republic  of  Vietnam,  IXiring  the 
period  the  total  number  of  non-battle  injuries  again  averaged  211  per  month, 
the  sane  as  last  quarter.  The  battle  casualty  rate  has  declined  each  month 
from  233/1000/year  in  August  to  165/1000/year  in  September  to  35/1 000/year 
in  October,

Surgical  Hospital,  lAT  KHE;  3rd  Field  Hospital,  SAIGOII;  6th  Convalescent 
Center,  CAM  RANH  BAY;  12th  Evacuation  Hospital,  CU  CHI;  2lith  Evacuation  Hos¬ 
pital,  LONG  DLII;  36th  Evacuation  Hospital,  VUNG  TAU  (deactivated  15  Oct  69); 
and  93rd  Evacuation  Hospital,  LONG  BINH. 

(5)  MEDCAP  activities  have  increased  markedly  from  2666  Vietnam¬ 
ese  treated  last  quarter  to  7592  treated  this  quarter.  The  37th  Medical 
Company'  established  four  MEDCAP  :eams  (one  for  HHT  and  one  for  each  squadron) 
to  carry  out  an  extensive  MEDCAP  PROGRAM  in  the  QUAN  LOI/LOC  NINH  area.  So 
fai‘,  the  37th  Medical  Conpany^s  jeam  and  the  squadron  teams  have  had  tremen¬ 
dous  success. 

(6)  During  the  first  part  of  this  quarter  there  was  a  noted 
increase  in  the  malaria  rate  and  several  serious  cases  of  diarrheal  disease 
which,  durir^  a  three-day  period,  affected  the  combat  readiness  of  the  Air 
Cavaliy  Ttoop.  In  order  to  reduce  the  occurrence  of  malaria  within  the 
Regiment,  the  Regimental  Commander  initiated  stringent  malaria  prevention 
policies  in  September  and  also  established  a  Regimental  Preventive  Medicine 
Team.  This  team  conducted  inspections  and  also  trained  individual  unit 
preventive  inediclne/sanitatr.on  teams  who  will  be  responsible  for  sanitary 
conditions  within  their  respective  units.  The  Regimental  Commander  also 
directed  weekiy  spray  missions  at  all  11th  ACR  field  locations  to  reduce 
incidence  of  disease. 

(7)  37th  Modical  Company: 

;a}  Mission:  The  37th  Medical  Coii{>anyis  ability  to  operate 
as  a  medical  company  has  been  hajqpered  tremendously  since  it  left  Blackhorse 
Base  Camp  in  the  lirst  part  of  October.  Having  to^pcarato  in  three  different 
areas  (Red  Catcher  -  LONG  BINH,  Air  Cavalry  Troop  -  BIEN  IDA,  and  QUAN  LOI) 
and  being  situated  in  tessporary  trensient  facilities,  made  mission  accomplish¬ 
ment  impossible.  In  the  near  future  the  37th  Medical  Compeny  will  occupy 
on  ideal  permanent  medical  facility  on  BIEN  HOA  Post  ifhich  will  better  allow 
tho  Company  to  accomplish  its  assigned  mission  with  the  11th  ACR. 
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(b)  Vohiclea:  IXiring  this  quarter  the  37th  Medical  Company 
roqueobcu  and  received  six  new  ^^oon  front  line  ambulances  to  replace  the 

same  number  of  3/U-ton  ambulances.  This  change  has  greatly  improved  the  mobil¬ 
ity  and  safety  of  wheeled  evacuation  during  a  combat  situation.  Several  3/4- 
^on  a  ^u^onccrs  will  bo  retail"  ed  for  courrior  and  mass  evacuation  puiTposus. 

This  change  iii  typos  of  ambulances  withiii  the  Company  was  initiated  in  an¬ 
ticipation  of  a  MTOE  change  presently  at  DA  and  to  increase  the  effectiveneorj 
of  the  Company  as  on  integral  part  of  the  11th  ACR. 

(c)  Medical  Supply:  Medical  supply  has  been  another  prob¬ 
lem  of  grave  concern  in  the  Regiment.  Two  squadrons  were  at  all  timis  OPCCW 
to  the  Ul  Cavalry  Division  (AM),  operating  in  the  (JUAN  LOI  area.  During 
portions  of  the  quarter  ens  squadron  was  OPCON  to  the  1st  Infantry  Division, 
or  the  1?9th  Light  Infantry  Brigade.  Hence,  medical  resupply  was  accomplish¬ 
ed  by  a  number  of  different  units.  Only  at  Blackhorse  Base  Camp  was  medical 
resupply  made  dtrectli’-  by  the  Regimental  Medical  Supply  Officer.  At  QUAN 
LOI,  th.'^  Regiment  was  supplied  by  B  and  C  Conpanles,  15th  Medical  Battalion, 

1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM)*  A  few  items  seemed  practically  Impossible  to 
acquire.  For  example,  all^)icillian,  v-cilUn,  hydrocortozone,  cough  suryp, 
paragoric,  and  diarrheal  mixtures  were  particularly  scarce*  Because  of  this, 
operation  of  the  Company  was  taxed  very  heavily  in  that  it  was  called  to  re¬ 
supply  the  Regiment*  3  widely  separated  squadrons  li*om  Blackhorse  Base  Camp 
and  BIST  HOA*  To  alleviate  this  problem,  the  Regimental  Medical  Supply 
Officer  coordinated  with  the  XO  (Supply  Officer)  of  C  Co,  l5th  Medical  Bn, 

1st  Cav  Dlv  (AM),  located  at  QDAN  LOI.  The  following  agreement  was  made: 

1  That  a  medical  supply  clerk  frm  tlie  37th  Medical 
Company  would  work  at  ?  Co,  I5th  Medical  Eh,  to  order  and  disperse  medical 
supplies  to  1 1  th  ACR  units* 

2  That  al?.  emergency  supply  requests  that  cannot  be 
filled  by  C  Co,  I5th  Medical  Bn,  will  be  supplied  by  the  37th  Medical 
Conpany  within  36-1*8  hours* 

2  The  37th  Medical  Conpany  yUl  also  resupply  C  Co, 

15th  Medical  Bn,  on  a  regular  basis  for  medical  supplies  dispersed  to 
1 1  th  ACR  units, 

(8)  Quality  flight  physicals  is  an  area  whore  the  Regimental 
Flight  Su'g^jon  has  always  placed  a  great  deal  of  eaphasis.  In  order  to  im¬ 
prove  the  accuracy  of  the  testing  procedures  and  to  greatly  reduce  the  amount 
of  time  required  to  conduct  a  flight  physical,  the  Flight  Surgeon  has  ordered 
on  £XG  machine  and  on  audiometer  for  the  Air  Cavalry  l^oop  aid  station*  Upon 
receipt  and  InstaUation-'of  this  equipment  along  with  the  ijnaedlate  avail¬ 
ability  of  the  lob  and  X-ray  facilities  of  the  37th  Medical  Company,  the 
desired  accuracy  and  reduction  in  exsn  coopletion  time  will  be  achieved*

c.  Replacements!  Generally,  Junior  enlisted  replacements  have 
been  arriving  as  scheduled.  The  above  shortages  are  USARV  wide  and  primarily 
due  to  unavailability  of  stateside  £M  for  assignment  overseas. 

(i*  Services; 

(1 )  Religion;  Due  to  the  turnover  of  ELackhorse  Base  Camp  to 
the  Republic  of  Vietnam  firmed  Forces,  the  Regimental  Chapel  was  relocated  at 
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BIJiN  HOA.  new  HLac’'Jiorso  was  dodicatod  on  19  Octobor  1969# 

There  are  a  total  of  fourly-foui*  services  a  week,  with  an  average  overall 
attendance  of  800  men.  E'.^ry  troop-size  unit  is  provided  with  religious 
servaC  js  on  Sunday.  This  is  possible  due  to  the  cooperation  of  c^’^anders 
.'ind  t:u  -'.igh  tii8  judicious  use  of  the  Regimental  helicopter  assigned  to  the 
chaplain  section. 

(2)  Special.  Services; 

(a)  The  HLackhorse  Service  Club  was  opened  at  Blackhorse 
Base  Camp  on  10  August.  The  club  was  the  largest  in  tho  Republic  with  almost 
15>000  square  feet  of  floor  space.  The  club  was  closed  on  10  September. 

(b)  There  were  only  two  USO  shows  during  tho  quarter.  One 
took  place  at  the  opening  of  the  service  club,  and  tho  other  was  held  in  the 
service  club  auditorium  in  cooperation  with  the  199th  Light  Infantry  Brigade. 
Movies  were  shown  to  all  units  of  the  Regiment  duidng  the  quarter. 

(c)  Since  the  base  canqp  has  been  relocated  to  BI£N  HOA,  an 
athletic  program  has  been  planned.  A  complete  report  of  this  activity  will 
bo  presented  next  quarter. 

(3)  Information:  During  the  reporting  period  the  main  enqphasis 
in  utilization  of  manpower  and  facilities  was  placed  on  upgrading  the  quan¬ 
tity  arid  quality  of  photographic  output  for  public  and  command  information 
purposes.  Construction  of  an  operable  mobile  photo  laboratory  played  the 
biggest  part  in  this  effort.  A  ^§-ton  van  had  been  acquired  and  the  equip¬ 
ment  necessary  for  its  conversion  to  a  mobile  photo  lab  was  obtained  within 
the  Regiment  in  early  September.  Construction  of  the  laboratory  took  two 
weeks. 

Publicity  concerning  the  Regiment  has  remained  at  a  high  level  due  to  con¬ 
tinued  si.ccess  in  inducing  civilian  and  military  newsmen  and  photographers 
to  cover  Regimental  events.  This  was  particularly  evident  in  regard  to 
the  Regimental  awards  ceremony  on  7  August,  and  the  turnover  of  Blackhorse 
Base  Camp  to  the  18th  Infantry  Division  (ARVN)  on  21;  October. 

Publication  of  the  HLackhorse  Newspaper  has  continued  to  be  effective  despite 
several  staff  changes  duo  to  departing  personnel.  Personal  distribution  of 
the  newspaper  by  detachment  personnel  has  been  instituted  in  an  effort  to 
provide  more  equitable  distribution  to  troops  In  the  field.  Also,  a  mail¬ 
ing  list  has  been  compiled  in  order  to  share  the  publication  with  other  units 
and  with  former  members  of  the  Regiment.

7.  (FCUO)  PSiCHOLOGICAL  OPERATIONS: 

a*  General:  Cie  past  three  months  have  seen  the  most  active  PSYDP  in 
the  history  of  the  Regiment.  Over  25  million  leaflets  wore  dropped,  over 
100  aerial  speaker  hours  were  flown,  and  over  100  ground  speaker  hours  were 
broadcast.  All  attest  to  the  PSIDP  response  to  the  increase  in  enemy  activity. 

b.  Rflin  ftra  i  The  major  portion  of  PSYDP  aerial  activity  has  been  in 
support  of  tlie  Hoi”  Program.  PSIDP  tactical  missions,  both  leaflet 

and  loudspeaker,  have  been  flown  during  or  immediately  after  almost  every 
contact.  Two  ground  tactical  missions  were  conducted,  one  on  the  morning 
of  12  August  in  an  effort  to  talk  surviving  sappers  out  of  the  bunkers, 
culverts,  and  tall  grass  around  QJAN  LOI.  Chieu  Hoi  Missions  were  flow  on 
numerous  intelligence  targets,  1.  e.  SPAR's,  SLAR's,  base  caji^)  areas,  trails 
et  cetera. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  credit  to  any  one  unit  for  a  specific  rallier,  and 
ralliors  are  generall|r  all*aid  to  rally  to  a  US  unit.  However,  the  Regiment 
has  had  3  NVA  rally  to  them  on  one  occasion,  1  NVA  on  another  instance,  and 
on  still  another  occasion,  6  NVA  surrendered  to  the  Regiment  due  largely  to 
aerial  speaker  instructions.

c,  Volunteor  Informant  Program;  The  volunteer  informant  program 
vas  heavily  stressed  In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of  mining  incidents 
which  have  caused  considerable  damage  to  Regimental  vehicles.  As  in  the  past, 
this  program  stresses  rewards  for  information  concerning  minea,  booby  traps, 
caches,  et  cetera.  The  rewards  are*  in  thu  form  of  monetary  payment,  or  the 
equiv:j,ont  value  in  rice.  Recently  more  stress  has  been  made  on  the  SVN 
citizens  patriotic  obligation  to  give  this  information,  rather  than  monetary 
inducement.  It  remains  to  be  seen  how  effective  this  approach  will  be. 

d.  Popular  Attitude;  Although  the  attitude  of  the  populace  in  the 
Regimental  AO  connoi  be  described  as  overwhelming  enthusiam  for  the  GVN,  it 
is  definitely  improving.  A  number  of  ralliers  have  indicated  that  local 
villagers  refuse  to  coorperate  in  assisting  the  VC,  and  no  longer  provide 
them  with  food.  Also,  the  Intense  civil  action  work  done  by  the  1 1  th  ACR, 

ARVN,  and  local  R?/PF  units  contrast  strongly  with  VC  terrorism. 

8.  (FOUO)  CIVIC  ACTIONi 

a.  General;  Civic  activities  during  the  August  through  October  period 
were  ch^racteiTzea^  an  Increase  in  type  and  quanlty.  MEDCAP’s,  DEMTCAP's, 
and  ICAP*s  were  increased  almost  twofold  over  the  previous  reporting  period. 

This  was  due  paitially  to  decreased  enemy  activity  in  the  later  half  of  the 
reporting  period.  Increased  support  for  the  CVN  Pacification  i^ogram,  and  tc 
aU  squacu’oiis  being  under  Regimental  control. 

An  unusual  project  undertaken  by  the  Regiment  was  extensive  and  intensive 
mine  sweep  operations  in  and  around  the  rubber  near  AN  LDC  and  LOG  NBTH. 

While  the  project  cannot  be  described  as  totally  civic  action,  it  did  have 
significant  impact  on  the  civilian  economy.  Since  60^  of  the  population  depends 
on  rubber  for  a  living,  it  is  imperative  that  roads  threugh  the  plantations 
be  kept  open  to  allow  access  to  all  areas  of  the  plantation. 

Also  undertaken  was  the  training  and  use  of  ARVN  and  RF/FF  medics  on  MEDCAP*  s 
and  DFITTCAP'  a.  This  program  is  designed  to  ultimately  have  the  Vietnamese 
forces  conduct  their  own  HEDCAP  and  DENTCAP  operations. 
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A  pro^^t  Involving  the  11th  ACR^  the  3rd  Dd  )  of  the  1st  Cavalry  Division 

(am;,  and  the  6th  Bi  of  the  27th  Arty  was  initiatod  to  help  construct  a  day- 
room  at  the  new  provlnolal  hospital  in  AN  LOG.  To  datOi  the  11th  ACR  has 
contributed  30,000  $VN«
